Charles I. and the Parliament of England as 
it affected Herefordshire and the adjacent 
Counties. By the late Rev. John Webb. 
Edited and Completed by the Rev. T. W.

Tue late Mr. John Webb, a valued con- 

tributor to the publications of the Camden 

Society and to the Archeologia, devoted 

many years of a studious and protracted life 

to these ‘Memorials.’ A spirit of intelli- 
gent research carried him through the vast 
mass of contemporary history—whether in 
print, MS., or the traditions of the country- 

side—which relates to the years 1641-47, 

and the fruits cf these labours have, thanks 

to the editor, been fully utilized. 

An investigation into the effects of so 
many-sided an event as the Civil War, 
upon such a distinctive portion of Eng- 
land as Herefordshire, naturally brings 
to light many a trait illustrative of the 
men and manners of the time. Mr. Webb 
did not neglect his opportunity, and he 
sets vividly before his readers the Puritan 
commander starting on his campaign, in all 
the pomp of medieval warfare, under a 
banner ot azure silk, fringed with azure and 
argent, bearing his gold emblazoned motto, 
“For Religion, King, and Country”; the 
Cavaliers charging, ‘‘For the King, and 
the plague take the Parliament’; and Mr. 
Speaker interceding for two boys who, to their 
parents’ ‘‘intolerable grief,” had deserted 
school at Colchester to join Prince Rupert. 

A far graver issue, however, is contained 
in Mr. Webb’s publication than such addi- 
tions to picturesque history. He shows, per- 
haps unconsciously, how inevitable was the 
result of the revolutionary storm which broke 
upon England in 1642. How the conflict 
would terminate was for some time by no 
means apparent; occasionally it seemed as 
if after all the throne would be left upon its 
ancient basis. The king attained surprising 
success ; Parliament committed repeated 
blunders ; but still, as we learn from these 
pages, whatever the king or Parliament had 
done or left undone, the issue of the contest 
must have been to Charles either defeat, or 
else a victory destructive both to him and 
to his subjects. Time worked out the inevit- 
able issue. As hostilities went on the com- 
position of the royal army and its necessities 
wrevocably alienated the kingdom from the 
king and destroyed his supporters. 





This was not the case with Parliament ; 
its military resources were obtained by 
the free action of the community, and its 
warlike machinery was not affected by the 
certainty of discord. Even before the 
rival forces were under arms, the weak- 
ness of an individual will and the strength 
of a large and influential tribunal became 
apparent. Parliament, through its members, 
at once established an authority pervading 
the whole realm, and felt in the very head- 
quarters of royalism. This power was at 
work before the king had issued his decla- 
ration of war, and took from him, almost 
without a blow, every local magazine of 
arms, and all the trained bands of those 
counties where his authority was not para- 
mount, and of several counties where it was. 
The loyal gentry who hoisted the royal 
standard were driven to take for arms the 
antique corslets, headpieces, and swords that 
adorned their halls, and found themselves 
in command of ill-equipped as well as at- 
tenuated regiments. 

Nor were they authorized by the king to 
call out volunteers. By his express orders 
his army was to be formed from “the 
ancient trained and freehold county bands,” 
for he was unwilling, as he stated, “to 
bring any increased charge upon the people ” 
—a timid policy, which, as timid policies 
usually do, produced an effect contrary to 
that anticipated. Instead of gaining popu- 
larity by his consideration, Charles was 
driven to a practice which of itself was 
enough to ruin his cause. Finding his 
appeal practically uwnanswered—for even 
Herefordshire, acting as a county, offered 
to him but two hundred horse and 3,000/. 
—the king filled his army with men who, 
though they were his subjects, were not 
Englishmen, and officered them with 
foreigners. 

The parliamentary trained bands, on the 
other hand, were largely supplemented by 
volunteer recruits; they were better drilled 
and armed than their antagonists, and thus 
were every way superior to men drawn to- 
gether under antiquated regulations or com- 
pulsion from karge landowners. But these 
disadvantages were as nothing compared to 
those produced by the composition of the royal 
forces. Our county trained bands found 
themselves side by side with the Irish and the 
Welsh, and our country gentlemen were put 
under the command of Germans, Walloons, 
or Scotch Catholics. At best, united action 
or strict discipline could not be expected 
in such an army. But to the evils aris- 
ing from religious and national hatred was 
added another element of mischief. Eng- 
lishmen, as compared with these unwelcome 
allies, were novices in the art of war even 
in its simplest form. Of the horrors of war 
as practised on the Continent and in Ireland 
they knew nothing, save by stories which 
roused their indignation both as men and as 
Protestants. The humaner portion, there- 
fore, of the English levies must have re- 
garded their comrades with terror, and the 
brutal looked up to them with admiration. 

The policy which disunited the royal 
army united against it the whole people. 
That he wished to destroy our liberty 
and religion by the aid of foreign Papists 
was the worst accusation brought against 
Charles I. by his opponents; their prophecy 
was fulfilled; and their resistance to him 





became not a civil war, but a crusade. And 
as regards his adherents, when reviled as 
malignants, they must have felt that it was 
to the king that they owed that bitter re- 
proach, and that in permitting the reckless 
cruelty of Rupert and the ferocity of the 
Anglo-Irish soldiery the sovereign had 
broken faith with his friends more than 
with his enemies. 

Too many, also, of the royal officers of 

English birth rivalled in licentiousness their 
foreign associates. Of these desperadoes 
Col. Hide may be taken as an example, and 
what might be expected of him upon the 
march may be guessed from his behaviour 
among friends. This eminent man at arms 
formed part of the royal garrison at Wor- 
cester during the winter of 1643-4, and was 
bidden by the mayor, in company with the 
governor and his superior officers, to a New 
Year’s dinner. An intention to “roast” the 
mayor before his guests had been previously 
announced by Hide; he had his character of 
swashbuckler to keep up, and so he began 
at once. No sooner had he taken his place 
at the dinner table than 
‘“‘he took the napkin from his trencher, and, 
looking under it, exclaimed, ‘ Mr. Mayor, I ex- 
pected a New Year’s gift,’ and, after this pre- 
lude, addressed him in the roughest language. 
He called him a base fellow, threatened to burn 
down the suburb where his house stood unless 
he quickly furnished him with money for his 
soldiers, quarrelled with his lady for declining 
to pledge him in as many beer-glasses of wine 
as he thought fit she should drink, seized his 
trencher, and would have thrown it at the head 
of his host if one of the party had not prevented 
him.” 
And this conduct the ruffian continued all 
that day. Though placed by the governor 
under arrest and consigned to the custody 
of six musketeers, during the next twelve 
hours Hide kept Worcester in riot and dis- 
order ; like the irrepressible clown upon the 
stage, he was constantly bursting forth, in- 
sulting his commanders, and knocking down 
men and women. All this was to be ex- 
pected of Col. Hide, whose threat “to cut the 
throats of the roundheaded dogs,” as he 
styled the London apprentices, called to arms 
both the Roundheads and the Cavaliers; but 
that true Cavalier Sir H. Lingen could be- 
have nearly as badly. When on his parole, 
in the very town that he had governed, he 
suddenly insulted and challenged the town 
major, joined a noisy crew at a tavern, fought 
the watch, and created a drunken uproar 
through the streets of Hereford. And 
besides such rowdy quarrels, combats, often 
more like assassinations than duels, were 
frequent in the royalist camp. Between a 
loyal Londoner, Mr. Crisp, and Sir J. 
Enyon, a country squire, arose “a word and 
a blow,” which left the citizen a homicide ; 
and Sir R. Grenville, it is reported, killed, 
one after the other, two brothers of the 
name of Champernon. 

To return to the consideration of the 
king’s position, the collection of money 
for the war was as difficult to him as was 
the collection of men. Here, again, Par- 
liament worked through effective machinery 
spread over England, whilst Charles for 
that purpose was prac.ically powerless. 
The mere name of the Parliament gave 
apparent legality to its demands, but taxa- 
tion in the king’s name not only bore the 
semblance of arbitrary infliction, but drew 
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upon Charles personal odium. From the 
beginning of the contest, even royalist 
Herefordshire afforded him no supplies, 
except upon pressure from his mulitary 
authorities. The collection of the parlia- 
mentarian revenue, on the contrary, was 
enforced by civil process and customary 
agency, and thus Charles’s opponents could 
rely on assessments for the payment of their 
volunteers. He, onthe contrary, had to leave 
his pressed soldiers to feed themselves, and 
they soon taught their luckless neighbours 
to hate the king. The continuance of the 
war, however, necessitated even more violent 
means for its support. Fines, compositions, 
sequestrations, confiscations, were resorted 
to by both parties. In this respect also 
Parliament was master of the situation; a 
system of exaction was ready to hand, and 
local committees, grand London committees, 
informers, and jobbers spread a net over the 
realm. The unlucky inhabitants of Hereford- 
shire were first pillaged and then punished for 
being pillaged. For instance, the Royalists 
extorted by force from a gentleman his 
horse, and from a poor woman a supply of 
provisions, and for their involuntary sub- 
mission the Parliamentarians imposed upon 
the sufferers fines of 1,500/. and 30/. respec- 
tively. ‘These are but simple cases. Extor- 
tion brought to the level of a fine art is illus- 
trated by the fate of Mr. Hanmer, owner 
of Apley House, nor was he alone in his 
misfortunes. Rupert told him that either his 
house must ‘be razed to the ground or else 
it must be fortified in behalf of the Crown. 
Mr. Hanmer chose the second alternative, 
and his house was immediately taken and 
plundered by the enemy; and then, in 
reprisal for his ineffective resistance, Rupert’s 
men levelled Apley House, and confiscated 
Hanmer’s estates to the value of 4,000/. 
Which of the two produced more misery, 
the organized spoliation by the Parliament 
or the lawless proceedings of the king’s 
troops, it is needless to consider, but as to 
which of the two parties provoked the greater 
amount of hatred there can be no question; 
for sequestration touched but the wealthy; 
the whole countryside was swept by those 
who pillaged in the king’s name. 

What could happen to a cause whose 
adherents were protected neither from their 
own troops nor from the vengeance of the 
enemy? Considered from this point of 
view, it is evident that even from the outset 
of the strife Charles began to “roll darkling 
down the torrent of his fate.” Within two 
years from the day when the royal standard 
was unfurled the press warrant and armed 
men were needed to compel the loyal 
counties to furnish recruits and supplies for 
the royal army; then the gallows was used, 
then fire and sword, and in the year follow- 
ing Herefordshire broke out in insurrection; 
15,000 ‘‘clubmen” met in array to ‘do 
battel” with those “who took their cattel,” 
whether for the Parliament or for the 
king. 

But the moral and political difficulties 
which thus embarrassed Charles I. were 
greatly aggravated by the number of 
walled towns, castles, fortified houses, or 
places capable of military service, which its 
proximity to Wales and the needs of medi- 
weval society had established within this dis- 
trict. Of these strongholds our author men- 


tions by name upwards of fifty, by far the 





larger number being occupied by petty gar- 
risons, of no use except to ravage the country 
round. The desperate men who converted 
our moated granges and country houses into 
dens of robbers had to be exterminated by 
desperate methods, and a wholesale demoli- 
tion of West-country domestic architecture 
was the consequence. This is a loss to 
England which every passing year enhances. 
Mr. Webb, therefore, does good service by 
reminding us that it was from houses like 
Stokesay, where oriel windows and sculp- 
tured porches were engrafted on the Norman 
keep and loopholed towers—a combination 
the very perfection of the picturesque— 
that those ‘‘ plunder-masters” of the royal 
army, the Keysers, Hans Klynes, and Van 
Gares, sallied forth and brought ruin alike 
upon the king, their neighbours, and the 
walls that sheltered them. Such being the 
case, its destruction must be forgiven as 
a cruel necessity; and yet when one thinks 
of Raglan Castle in its splendour, and of 
Brampton Bryan as it was in the days of 
the Harleys, one is inclined to regurd as 
exalted patriotism the conduct of that arch- 
turncoat Mr. Kyrle, who, unlike his noted 
relative, kept his philanthropy to himself, 
and so preserved intact Old Walford Court. 
Of warfare on a grand scale Hereford- 
shire saw nothing; no decisive battle nor 
siege took place within the county. And 
though its leaders, ‘‘the hardy knight 
Lingen,” and Scudamore, and Vavasour, 
were brave and faithful, still of ‘‘the gal- 
lantry of Herefordshire’? none, except Sir 
W. Croft, died in action. Even the county 
town, after resisting the Scotch army, in the 
end fell a somewhat inglorious victim to 
Birch’s clever surprise. That shrewd Par- 
liamentarian based the plot by which he took 
Hereford on the inclemency of the winter of 
1645. He knew that the shivering night- 
watch would, at the approach of dawn, 
gladly draw off to the gate-house fire, and 
would not scan closely ‘‘the broad hats, 
great breeches, spades, pickaxes, and bundles 
of bread and cheese,” with which Birch dis- 
guised his soldiers. So marching his force 
all night, through snow and frost, he 
ambushed it near the town; the pretended 
rustics, ‘‘ going in respect of the cold as if 
they were almost starved,” reached the Bye 
Street Gate the instant that the drawbridge 
fell ; they used their spades and pickaxes to 
good effect, and Hereford was taken in a 
moment, almost without bloodshed and quite 
without any display of heroism. The county, 
however, may boast of Brilliana Harley; she 
deservedly ranks with those heroines of be- 
leaguered castles, Lady Arundel of Wardour, 
Dame Bankes of Corfe Castle, or even with 
the famous Countess of Derby. Brampton 
Bryan was in no way fitted, either by art or 
natural position, for military defence; it 
was, judging by the ruins, far more of a 
house than a stronghold. Yet Lady Harley 
and her garrison of but 100 men faced the 
attack of 1,500, opposed the “two drakes” 
upon the roof to a siege train of battering 
cannon, and held Brampton Bryan for the 
Parliament during two whole years, even in 
the centre of loyal Herefordshire. With 
equal courage Sir Harry Lingen kept the 
king’s flag flying from Goodrich, when that 
castle was the forlorn hope of royalism upon 
the banks of the Wye. Lingen’s horses 
had been destroyed, so he could sally forth 





ee _) 
no longer; stones thrown from the walls 
were his best means of defence; shells 
from Col. Birch’s mortar “ Roaring Meg” 
had riddled every room in the castle; 
“the Ladies’ Tower” was shattered; the 
outworks were destroyed; the storming 
party was ready; and so, resistance having 
become impossible, the garrison surrendered, 
‘‘on mercy for their lives.” Yet so gallant 
had been their conduct that their march out 
was made as if in triumph, to a lively tune 
which, long preserved among the dance 
music of the neighbourhood, was called, in 
memory of that event, ‘Sir Harry Lingen’s 
Fancy.’ 

And though it be but a sad plea for 
distinction, no English county possesses a 
spot that can rival in tragic associations 
Hopton Castle. The garrison of those 
ruined walls, thirty-one men in all, having, 
after a long defence, yielded to five hundred 
of Rupert’s soldiers, were “ stripped, tied 
back to back, and put to death with circum- 
stances of utmost barbarity.”’ Of those who 
thus disgraced humanity and the royal 
cause, ‘‘ many, it is fair to state, are said to 
have been Irish.” But this circumstance 
could not excuse the king. And “his 
affairs,” according to a contemporary ob- 
server, ‘‘never prospered after this massacre, 
and whenever his soldiers craved quarter, 
the reply was, ‘We’ll give you Hopton 
quarter.’ ”’ 

Mr. Webb, endowed with the instincts of 
a true historian, was a diligent collector of 
traditional recollections of the Civil War. 
The progress of an unwilling recruit to the 
royal camp is, for instance, vividly illus- 
trated by Mr. Lewis of Rhydithon’s adven- 
ture :— 

‘** He was pressed by the authorities and taken 
out of his parish church on a Sunday morning, 
to be marched away to Radnor under a guard. 
Their way lay over the wild Forest of Radnor. 
By degrees Lewis loitered behind, still attended 
by one man, who watched him. They came toa 
steep part of the Forest. ‘I have rolled many 
a stone,’ said Lewis, ‘ down this hill, and I will 
roll one more.’ So stooping down, he took up 
a stone, with which he struck down his man, 
and running off escaped the service.” 

Full, too, of pathetic attraction are the 
local narratives of that march through 
Wales made by King Charles in obedience 
to the lesson which Naseby fight had taught 
him, “that it was fit he should prepare for 
the worst.” The halt at Blaencerdi, for 
instance, is thus described. He reached 
that farmhouse during the evening of the 
6th of August, 1645, at the head of his 
army, if the band of 3,000 horsemen who 
had ridden all day after him, two and two, 
through the deep country lanes, could so be 
called. ‘‘ Here,” according to the relator’s 
tradition, 

‘all the farm people, boys and girls, ran out to 
see the king pass. The king was afoot. He 
stopped opposite the house, and asked my 
ancestress, Mary Bayliss, to give him something 
to drink. She went to the house, and fetched 
him milk, or water, in a jug, which has been 
handed down with this story in my family. I 
have always heard that this Mary Bayliss was 
an extraordinarily beautiful woman. I never 
heard that the king gave her anything in returD 
for the draught.” 

This was Mr. Pritchard’s account of the 
scene; nor does its truth need his re- 
peated attestation that it was what he 
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«shad alwaysheard.” Thefarm people, accord- 
ing to the nature of things, crowded round 
to look at a king, and Charles equally acted 
up to his character. Despite adversity, he 
shows his cold ungenerosity of temper, the 
more unbending, perhaps, because Mrs. 
Bayliss was “‘so extraordinarily beautiful’; 
none the less also is he stern and un- 
rielding as regards himself. He had kept 
“afoot” all that day, nor throughout the 
march could ‘‘ weather, however foul, ever 
force him to take his coach”’; he loved to show 
that he ‘‘ was as enduring as any of the rest.” 

So again the tales about the kindly Scot 
at Mere Court, who fondled the baby whilst 
the children stood around and, quite un- 
conscious of his errand, told him that ‘‘father 
was gone out to hide his horses,” and about 
the unkindly Scot whose blood, shed by the 
goodwife’s ‘‘ hacker,” ‘‘to this day”’ stained 
the threshold of the cottage at St. Weonard’s, 
may recall to us, without any bitterness of 
feeling, the Scottish invasion of 1645. 

Publishers of books in which the mass of 
information rather overpowers the arrange- 
ment should make the index as helpful 
as possible. No such assistance has been 
rendered to these ‘Memorials’; the meagre 
list of names ranged alphabetically which 
ends the second volume is an index but 
inname. And though the comment may 
seem ungracious, so attractive and interesting 
are the illustrations which we owe to Mr. 
T. W. Webb’s friends, still it may be noticed 
that a sketch map of Herefordshire and the 
adjacent counties would be an advantageous 
addition to these ‘ Memorials.’ 








The Arctic Voyages of Adolf Erik Norden- 
skiild, 1858-1879. (Macmillan & Qo.) 
Pror. NorpDENsKIULD has strong claims on 
English sympathy. For centuries his an- 
cestors have been noted for their energy and 
their ardent love of nature and scientific re- 
search. The professor himself has, after 
years of patient labours in the field of Arctic 
research—a domain appertaining specially 
to our country—crowned these preparatory 
efforts with a brilliant feat of exploration— 
the making of the North-East Passage— 
which vies with, if it does not surpass, the 
parallel achievement of Sir Robert Maelure 
in the western hemisphere. It is, of course, 
this last performance of Nordenskiéld which 
has chiefly served to awaken public interest in 
him, and the early appearance of a volume, 
for which the public is indebted to Mr. 
Alexander Leslie, treating popularly but 
concisely of the explorer’s family, early life, 
and various voyages, is most opportune. 
Adolf Erik Nordenskiéld was born at the 
capital of Finland in 1832. He received 
a liberal education at the University of 
Helsingfors, and, devoting his special atten- 
tion to mineralogy and geology, soon laid 
the foundations of that scientific knowledge 
which has been the chief means of enriching 
the Swedish museums with the finest Arctic 
collections in the world. In his early man- 
hood Nordenskivld got into trouble on more 
than one occasion by expressing political sen- 
uments of too liberal a type to suit Russian 
official ideas, and this led to his dismissal, 
first from the university, and subsequently 
irom the country, by Count von Berg, the 
Governor-General of Finland. In justice 
to this functionary it must be acknowledged 
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that Nordenskidld, whom his own wife de- 
scribes as ‘‘a very decided person,” appears 
to have displayed considerable impetuosity, 
and to have rather gone out of his way to 
indulge in political ebullitions. 

This energetic temperament was, however, 
soon to find a more profitable outlet, for in 
1858 Prof. Nordenskiéld received an offer 
to take part, as geologist, in Torell’s expe- 
dition to Spitzbergen. The discovery of the 
glacial period of Europe had invested the 
study of ice phenomena with a special sig- 
nificance, and Otto Torell, after traversing 
Iceland for three months in 1857, devoted 
the following summer to a physical examina- 
tion of the west coast of Spitzbergen. This 
large group of islands, 33,000 square miles 
in extent, had been visited on many previous 
occasions since the time of William Barents, 
but the object had in most cases been hunt- 
ing or fishing, science having been less cared 
for. The 1858 cruise to Spitzbergen was a 
mere preliminary affair, though Norden- 
skidld’s geological discoveries during the 
time of his stay on the island were far 
from unimportant. In the two following 
years, however, Torell made preparations 
for a rather more ambitious expedition. 
Swedish Estates and the present 
king contributed, and the encouragement 
and support of our Royal Geographical 
Society were secured. The scheme, as ex- 
pounded by Torell to the Swedish Academy 
of Sciences, embraced two objects—a com- 
prehensive survey of the geology and natural 
history of Spitzbergen and its coasts and a 
geographical excursion to the north and 
north-east. Subsidiary scientific observa- 
tions, including a preliminary survey for 
the purpose of determining the possibility 
of measuring an arc of the meridian on 
Spitzbergen, were also to be made. The 
story of this expedition is most interesting, 
and furnishes a very lively idea of summer 
life in these extreme latitudes. The enor- 
mous flocks of auks, the herds of walruses 
crowded as closely as they can possibly lie 
on blocks of drift ice, the brilliancy of the 
vegetation, all backed by glaciers of stupen- 
dous size, must combine to form a striking 
picture. Among the drift-wood on the shore 
was discovered a most curious relic of natural 
history. This was a well-preserved bean of 
the West Indian plant Lntada gigalobium, 
which is upwards of an inch and a half 
across, and which is known to float with the 
Gulf Stream through the Atlantic, but which 
being discovered for the first time in Northern 
Spitzbergen affords convincing evidence 
that the Gulf Stream reaches this high 
latitude. On Scoresby Island Nordenskivld 
had an adventure which happily resulted 
favourably, but which was not without 
excitement. Unprovided with any weapon, 
he was ascending the island in order to take 
some angles. When at a distance of about 
fifty or sixty paces from the top he saw that 
a bear had laid a previous claim to the 
coveted spot, probably with a view of seeing 
what prey the neighbouring ice-fields had 
to offer. We will let the professor tell the 
rest in his own words :— 


‘* He [the bear] had also observed me, and 
I did not venture to return to the boat, but went 
straight towards him, supposing that he would 
be frightened and run away, as I had always 
previously seen Polar bears do when a man 
approached them. I had miscalculated ; the 









bear came nearer, advancing slowly in a half 
circle, and we were soon so close together that 
I could have touched him with a stick. He 
stood somewhat higher upon a block of stone, 
hissing and tramping with his fore-feet; I stood 
somewhat lower, crying and hooting all I was 
able, and threw big stones at him with little 
apparent effect. At length a big stone hit one 
of his fore-paws resting on a stone, and the pain, 
or perhaps satisfied curiosity, induced the animal 
to retreat.” 

At Muffin Island, further to the west, was 
witnessed a spectacle which the explorers 
declared could never pass from their recol- 
lection. A long way off they could distin- 
guish something white, which at a distance 
resembled a limestone rock. The whole 
white mass consisted of walrus skeletons 
heaped on each other by hundreds, or rather 
by thousands, many of them having been 
evidently killed merely for the sake of their 
tusks. When the walruses go on land the 
hunters steal after them, kill with their 
lances those lying nearest the sea, and thus 
form a rampart against the animals lying 
further up, which then in desperation en- 
deavour to roll themselves over the bodies 
of their comrades down the sloping beach, 
and in the tumult suffocate or cut each other 
to pieces. The vessel is now filled with 
skins and blubber, and when no more can 
be taken on board, the tusks are hewn from 
the heads of those remaining, and the 
bloody field of slaughter for years frightens 
away other walrus herds from the region. 
The author truly remarks :— 

‘This mode of walrus hunting, profitable as 
it is, ought to be put a stop to if it were possible 
to introduce any order or rule into the hunting 
on Spitzbergen, where every living thing that 
has any money value—eider cr other fowl, 
walrus, seal, reindeer, and Polar bear—is now 
recklessly destroyed out of sheer greed, with the 
idea ‘If I don’t kill it, another will.’” 

It is to be hoped that now that public 
attention has been drawn to this wanton 
cruelty, the countries most interested may 
combine to put a stop to such practices. 

A fresh expedition, made in 1864 in a 
small vessel called the Axel Thordsen, led 
to a discovery which seems to indicate that 
the brute creation do not alone fall victims 
to foul play in these remote regions, for, on 
an island in Horn Sound, Nordenskiéld and 
party lit upon nine skulls of Russians, said 
(it is to be hoped without sufficient grounds) 
to have been robbed and murdered by an 
English crew, who went unpunished. But 
another similar deed of blood, done on the 
coast of Spitzbergen, was discovered in a 
wonderful way, and the actors brought to 
punishment :— 

‘¢ On their return to Archangel the crew of a 
Russian bodje stated that they had lost their 
captain and two men at Spitzbergen by an acci- 
dent. This did not, of course, attract any 
special attention ; but some years after, in 1853, 
a Norwegian, who was still living in 1867, found 
a gun-barrel lying beside a human skeleton. The 
gun-barrel was covered with inscriptionsscratched 
on it, stating that the owner, along with two men, 
who before the writing was finished had died 
of hunger, had been intentionally left on land 
by his crew. This remarkable journal closes on 
the 3rd of March. The Norwegian who found 
the gun-barrel sent it to Archangel, the crime 
was discovered, and the perpetrators sent to 
Siberia.” 

In 1868 another expedition was made, 
with the object of penetrating as far north as 
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possible, and 81° 42’ N. was reached by ship, 
a latitude previously unattained, Scoresby’s 
81° 30’ having been up to that time the 
ultima Thule of Arctic explorers. On the 
closes of this expedition Nordenskiild was 
rewarded with the Founder’s medal of 
the Royal Geographical Society and the 
Rochette medal from the Société de Géo- 
graphie of Paris. As, however, the result of 
the voyage was to convince Nordenskiéld of 
the impossibility of proceeding further north- 
ward by vessel, he determined that in his 
next expedition he would rely on sledges as 
a means of progression, and with this inten- 
tion undertook a preliminary expedition to 
Greenland, principally for the purpose of 
ascertaining whether Eskimo dogs might 
advantageously be used as draught animals. 
The result of his inquiries was unfavourable 
to this means of locomotion, but the journey 
was most fruitful in other ways, for 
Nordenskiéld made a lengthy excursion 
over the inland ice, the peculiarities and 
movements of which he closely examined, 
and secured for the Stockholm and Copen- 
hagen Museums two enormous blocks of 
meteoric iron. 

The long-looked-for Polar expedition was 
adequately supported bythe Swedish Govern- 
ment, who, besides making a liberal grant, 
gave the use of the mail steamer Polhem and 
the brig Gladan. A number of reindeer were 
secured for sledge work, and the quantity of 
moss required for their consumption necessi- 
tated the hire of an additional steamer, the 
Onkel Adam. Of this well-equipped expedi- 
tion (1872-3) it is not necessary to say more 
than that it failed, owing to two most un- 
toward events—the unusually early winter, 
which imprisoned six fishing vessels as well 
as the two tenders to the expédition, and so 
increased enormously the number of mouths 
to be fed; and the loss of the reindeer, 
who escaped during a storm and were never 
again seen. 

Spitzbergen having been tolerably well 
explored, Prof. Nerdenskidld next turned 
his attention to that part of the Polar basin 
lying to the north of Siberia. His very first 
trip in the Proven, a little sloop of only 
seventy tons burden, showed the feasibility 
of reaching the mouth of the Yenisei from 
Europe, through the hitherto dreaded Sea of 
Kara. The importance of these tentative 
efforts, in a field in which our countryman 
Capt. Wiggins deserves the credit of having 
taken the lead, cannot as yet be accurately 
predicted. The discovery of a water-way, 
practicable for several weeks in each year, 
by which free access may be obtained to the 
vast natural resources of Siberia, is an event 
which, we believe, will have the greatest 
possible influence on the economic relations 
of Europe and Asia. Prof. Nordenskidld’s 
second voyage was undertaken in the Ymer, 
a strongly built steamer of 400 tons, and this 
venture was equally successful. A renewal 
of the old attempts to make the North-East 
Passage was a natural corollary of these ex- 
peditions, and the success which has attended 
the voyage of the Vega from Gothenburg to 
Yokohama is all the more satisfactory when 
we consider how strenuously and patiently

The details of the cruise, so far as they 
have been told in the various letters which 
have come to hand, have been so recently pub- 
lished that we do not propose to recapitulate 





them. Those who wish to get a clear notion 
of the career of one of the first Arctic ex- 
plorers of our day cannot do better than 
peruse this interesting volume. We have 
only to add that the task of compilation and 
selection has been judiciously discharged by 
the author, and that the appendix, contain- 
ing practical hints respecting the hygienic 
treatment of the Swedish expedition of 
1872-3, ought to prove of the greatest pos- 
sible importance to future Arctic travellers. 








Gilpin’s Forest Scenery. Edited, with Notes 
and an Introduction, by Francis George 
Heath. (Sampson Low & Co.) 

We wonder if Mr. Heath ever read a cer- 

tain essay of Elia on ‘ Books and Reading.’ 

Whether or no, a few words may be quoted 

as showing with some accuracy our feeling 

about this new edition of Gilpin’s ‘ Forest 

Scenery ’:—‘‘I do not know a more heart- 

less sight than the reprint of the ‘ Anatomy 

of Melancholy.’ What need was there of 
unearthing the bones of that fantastic old 
great man, to expose them in a winding- 
sheet of the newest fashion to modern cen- 
sure? What hapless stationer could dream 
of Burton ever becoming popular?” And 
the old edition of Gilpin—‘ Remarks on 

Forest Scenery and other Woodland Views 

(relative chiefly to Picturesque Beauty) illus- 

trated by the Scenes of New Forest in 

Hampshire’ was its real title—was in its 

way both quaint and pleasant. But its 

way is not our way, and it would have 
been better to leave the old book in its 
old dress to the lovers of old reading. 

As it is, its friends will hardly know it 

again. Its smart new binding, “a 

winding-sheet of the newest fashion,” is 

curiously unsuitable. The beautitul old 
tinted illustrations, which gave such a cha- 
racter to the book, have been turned into 
rather pretty but very commonplace engrav- 
ings, and two have been entirely left out— 
left out, that is to say, in the part of the 
book which Mr. Heath has been considerate 
enough to reprint, for more than half of it, 
including some of the best work and many 
of the most characteristic drawings, has 
been omitted altogether. This book, then, 
is a mere torso, nicely whitewashed indeed, 
but with the grain and beauty of the marble 
utterly destroyed. Nor is this the worst of 
this unfortunate edition. Mr. Heath has 
opinions on forest scenery as well as Mr. 

Gilpin, and he is determined that they shall 

be made known. Most editors with any 

modesty would place these opinions in foot- 
notes or relegate them to an appendix. 

This is not Mr. Heath’s way. He actually 

inserts them, in very slightly smaller print, 

in the text itself, and, as we read, we 
come across a slice of Heath interlaid 
between two slices of Gilpin. He cor- 
rects his author, expostulates with him, 
flatters him, and comments upon him as 
an old commentator was sometimes wont 
to do when at work upon a Biblical text. 
For instance, at p. 8 we come across a 
break in Gilpin beginning, “Our author 
here speaks in the character of a true lover 
of nature”; at p. 34 we read that “ Gilpin’s 
suggestion and Shakespeare’s assumption 
are both, we think, correct”; and so on 
throughout. Macaulay rightly complained 
of Croker because he intercalated extracts 








from other books into Boswell’s ‘Life of 
Johnson.’ This was comparatively a yenia] 
offence. The taste which led him to take 
such a liberty with the text was certain} 
atrocious, but the facts, after all, had some 
little interest and value. It would be excegg 
of courtesy to say the same of many of My. 
Heath’s opinions. 

But were it all otherwise—had Mr. Heath 
been reverent instead of reckless ; were this 
edition all that a new edition should be 
instead of all that it should not—we should 
still think the republication a mistake, 
There are delightful bits in Gilpin ; but the 
book, after all, is now more curious than 
instructive. It has, in short, been super- 
seded. There are many better books about 
trees, more thorough and scientific, and 
better adapted to the wants of to-day, 
Indeed, Gilpin was a lover of nature, and 
not a naturalist, and this at once detracts 
from the permanent value of his writings, 
He knew nothing of botany, and the pur- 
pose of his book was artistic rather than 
scientific. When Gilpin wrote there was 
a sort of craze abroad about the component 
elements of “taste,” what constituted “the 
picturesque,” and what should be (not what 
were) the beauties of a “landscape.” The 
idea was not necessarily absurd, but the 
results certainly were often very strange. 
Like Dr. Syntax, these votaries of taste 
would ‘picturesque it everywhere”; they 
were not merely to copy nature, but “ copy 
and improve it too”; and they wrote as 
much nonsense and painted as unnaturally 
as they well could. 

Gilpin’s book is far better than those of 
many of his contemporaries. He had an 
eye for what he really saw, and often 
describes it very well; but he was 
always thinking of some “ effect,” or 
how a “landscape” could be improved. 
The result is that while there is much 
that is really very pleasing in his book, 
there is much that strikes us as singularly 
artificial. Instead of sitting down as a student 
of Nature, and learning the lessons she may 
teach, he is constantly posing as a professor 
of the picturesque, and telling Nature what 
she ought to do, and how she ought to lock, 
if she wishes to look her best. 

William Gilpin was a Cumberland maa, 
who, after being educated at Oxford, took 
orders, and then became a schoolmaster at 
Cheam, in Surrey. Later on, in 1777, Mit- 
ford the historian presented him to the living 
of Boldre in the New Forest, near Lyming- 
ton, and it was there that he wrote nearly 
all his works. He died in 1804, ‘‘ eminent” 
—so the inscription on his monumental tablet 
says—“ for the accomplishments of his mind, 
the purity of his heart, and the excellence 
and simplicity of his life.” 

It is worth while examining this ‘ Forest 
Scenery’ of Gilpin’s a little more closely, a8 
it is certainly a typical book of its sort. It 
(or rather the part Mr. Heath gives us) 3 
divided into two parts, “Trees as Single 
Objects” and “Combinations of Trees,” 
and these, again, are divided into several 
“sections.” The first section is on “ Pie 
turesque Beauty of Trees,” and begins:— 
‘Tt is no exaggerated praise to call a tree 
the grandest and most beautiful of all the 
productions of the earth. In the former of 
these epithets nothing contends with it, for 
we consider rocks and mountains as part of 
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the earth itself.” And then Gilpin goes on | 


to say that flowers must give place in ‘ pic- 
turesque beauty” to trees, and that trees 
excel animals in “ variety.” He next con- 
siders the ‘‘ character of trees,” and comes 
to the conclusion that without ‘form, light- 
ness, and & proper balance, no tree can have 
that species of beauty which we call pic- 
tunsque.” (The italics are all in the 
original. He complains of pollards as 
being ‘“‘ disagreeable,” and one can only 
suppose that he had forgotten Mr. Heath’s 
favourites, the Burnham beeches! Next 
comes a very droll chapter on the ‘‘ Sources 
of Picturesqueness in Trees,’ and their 
uses in. ‘‘the composition of landscape,” 
and we are asked: ‘‘ What is more beautiful, 
for instance, on a rugged foreground than 
an old tree with a hollow trunk? or with a 
dead arm, a drooping bough, or a dying 
branch ? all which phrases, I apprehend, are 
nearly synonymous.’ He thinks one ought 
not ‘to plant a withered tree” (!), but he 
appeals to the example of Salvator Rosa 
as showing ‘‘the use and beauty of the 
withered top and curtailed trunk.’ The 
“maladies of trees,” including the various 
lichens, he calls their ‘‘ornaments,”’ and says, 
“The blasted tree has often a fine effect 
both in natural and artificial landscape.” 
Then follows a ‘ Descriptive Enumeration 
of Trees,” and here where Gilpin is describing 
he is sometimes very happy in his touches, 
but the unfortunate word “ picturesque ” 
haunts him all through. The oak is pic- 
turesque because it preserves its balance so 
well; indeed, it ‘‘is the most picturesque tree 
in itself, and the most accommodating in 
composition. It refuses no subject either 
in natural or artificial landscape” (he is 
always repeating his favourite expressions) ; 
“it is suited to the grandest, and may 
with propriety be introduced into the most 
pastoral.’’ The ash, on the contrary, ‘ falls 
under the displeasure of the picturesque 
eye.” The elm is better adapted than any 
other tree ‘‘ to receive grand masses of light.” 
The beech is very deficient in its ‘‘skeleton,” 
but ‘‘its trunk, we allow, is often highly 
picturesque.” The horse chestnut is a 
“heavy, disagreeable tree” (what will the 
horse chestnuts at Bushey Park say to this?), 
and the willow ‘‘is not adapted to sublime 
subjects.”” ‘The stem of the birch is ‘‘ pecu- 
larly picturesque,” and so is the stone 
pine; but the silver fir is singularly deficient 
inthis essential, except when it is old and 
“shattered by the winds.” 

Nor does the book improve as it goes on. 
The constant reference to the use of trees 
in landscape, and how they look better in 
this aspect or that, and under what condi- 
tons they are to be admired, becomes ex- 
tremely tiresome. But, as has been already 
seen, Gilpin can abuse as wellasadmire. He 
speaks of “‘the rough luxuriance of under- 
growth” as ‘‘offensive trumpery.” He 
thinks the bramble is “disagreeable,” and 
“may be characterized as the most insigni- 
fant of vegetable reptiles,” at which Mr. 
Heath is very properly shocked, and puts 
ma protest not uncalled for. All the 

undaries of a park have to be screened 
from sight, and ‘‘a view of paling, though 
Msome cases it may be picturesque, is in 
general disgusting.” ‘Elegant seats” 
placed in openings in a wood are also 
“awkward and disgusting.” 


We wonder what Mr. Ruskin would think 
| of this:— 

‘‘However beautiful these minuter planis 
and wild flowers may be in the natural scene, 
yet no painter would endeavour to represent 
them with exactness. They are too common, 
too undignified, and too much below his subject. 
Instead of gaining the character of an exact 
copier of Nature by a nice representation of 
such trifles, he would be esteemed puerile and 
affected ”’; 
so he is to put in “ touches of red or yellow 
or blue,” and ‘leave the spectator, if he 
please, to find out a resemblance.” 

So long as a thing is “ picturesque” it 
matters little whether it is natural, but the 
search for the picturesque is in its uature 
boundless, and at last Gilpin reaches this 
important problem, ‘‘It is a doubt whether 
the rising or the setting sun is more pic- 
turesque”’! 

We will now see why, in spite of all these 
absurdities, there is still something pleasant 
andeven noticeable about this‘ Forest Scenery.’ 
Gilpin was, as we have said, not a scientific 
but he was an eager observer of nature, and 
when he merely tells what he sees, and does 
not preach to his readers as to its value, 
he can be a very good companion. Then, 
too, he was a scholar, and his classical quota- 
tions, if a shade pedantic, are often apt and 
graceful. Here is a good passage about 
the oak :— 

‘* A second characteristic of the oak, of which 
Virgil takes notice, is the stowtness of its limbs; 
its fortes ramos. We know no tree, except per- 
haps the cedar of Lebanon, so remarkable in 
this respect. The limbs of most trees spring 
from the trunk. In the oak they may be rather 
said to divide from it; for they generally carry 
with them a great share of the substance of the 
stem. You often scarcely know which is stem 
and which is branch ; and, towards the top, the 
stem is entirely lost in the branches. This gives 
particular propriety to the epithet fortes in 
characterizing the branches of the oak; and 
hence its sinewy elbows are of such peculiar use 
in ship-building. Whoever, therefore, does not 
mark the fortes ramos of the oak might as well, 
in painting a Hercules, omit his muscles.” 

Or take this :— 

‘‘The spray of trees puts on different appear- 
ances as the spring advances. When their buds 
begin to swell, most of them push out a bloom, 
which overspreads them with great richness. 
But of all others the ash presents the most sin- 
gular and beautiful aspect. About the end of 
March or the beginning of April it throws out a 
knotty bloom, which, opening gradually, not 
only enriches the spray, but is itself one of the 
most beautiful among the miniature appearances 
of nature. The seminal stems are of an olive 
tint, and each of them is tipped with a black 
seed. Often, too, the spray of the ash is en- 
riched by the ragged remnants of the keys and 
tongues of the last year, which, mixed with the 
bloom, have a good effect.” 

One of the best—certainly one of the most 
amusing—chapters in the book is that on 
‘Celebrated Trees,’’ where, with much that 
is true enough, we are told the most 
astonishing stories of the wpas tree and 
the groaning tree, and other marvels ; but 
Gilpin’s faith is quite unshaken, and was 
apparently equal to any call upon it. 

We can but repeat that the republication 
of this book, or rather fragment of a book, 
is a great mistake. It has a certain literary 
and bibliographical interest, and is of value 
as showing the ideas about scenery which 
| cultivated men of Gilpin’s time were content 








to hold. But its teaching is as often false 
as true. It is not instructive in any real 
sense, and if it induced a study of nature 
on Gilpin’s principles it would be thoroughly 
mischievous.

Troven some of the coincidences of Miss 
Drury’s novel are rather far-fetched, and 
the opportuneness with which the plots of 
“the Professor” Dangerfield, mesmerist 
and conjurer, the tricks of his familiar 
Paul, and the virtuous strategy of the great 
Dr. Thaddeus the naturalist, fit into and 
counteract one another, is more suitable to 
the fairy tale than the novel, the interest of 
‘Called to the Rescue’ is, on the whole, 
well sustained. At any rate, great fertility 
of invention is shown, and the incidents 
follow one another in rapid succession. It 
is not unreffeshing, when nearly every 
novelist is aiming at character studies, and 
only succeeds in being dull, to find an author 
who candidly relies on invention of incident 
as a main ingredient in her work. 

It was probably necessary that a “ woman’s 
patience ” should be illustrated in nearly six 
hundred closely written pages; yet the 
patience both of man and woman is apt to 
fail before such an ordeal. Mrs. Worboise’s 
book is a difficult one to criticize, such 
wholesome sentiments and really bright 
imagination are so closely connected with 
sectarian narrowness and utterly prosaic 
detail. What are we to think of an author 
who girds petulantly at the antique formu- 
laries of the Liturgy, making dull sport of 
what is sacred to half her countrywomen ; 
who is so well informed on the ‘ burning” 
questions of the day as to state that Scotland 
has notan Established Church ; who positively 
believes that perpetual entails have been 
the rule in this country since the time of 
Edward I.; who, finally, dissents so far 
from grammar as to say, ‘‘ Being a photo, 
I could not doubt that it was from the life”? 
Yet, in spite of indifferent grammar and 
more indifferent theology, social prejudice 
and crude enthusiasm, Mrs. Worboise has 
written a readable book. Constance Walker, 
the womanly bride who is betrayed to an 
unmanly bridegroom, the mercantile heiress 
taken without gratitude by the needy gentle- 
man, is a fair and true picture of femi- 
nine heroism. Of course she is a little 
idealized; the unformed zngénue of second- 
rate education is not likely in real life to 
develope under stress of circumstances into 
a gracious matron; yet her affection to 
her honest parents, her awakened common 
sense when she fathoms the shallow nature 
of her coaventional husband, the triumph of 
her love when her repentant swain has been 
corrected and dignified by disappointment 
and peril, render her at least a respectable 
and interesting heroine. ‘Too much space 
is occupied in the process of conversion, and 
the revenge taken on the faulty Emmeline 
is somewhat too elaborate in its detail. But 
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on the whole the book has a sound enough 
moral, effectively, if somewhat clumsily, 
enforced. 

Mr. Baring-Gould, the translator of Frau 
von Hillern’s ‘Ein Arzt der Seele,’ intro- 
duces his English version by a preface in 
which he lauds the story as one of extraordi- 
nary power and pathos. It may be doubted 
whether English readers will feel inclined 
to agree with him. The book is certainly 
remarkable, but for a different reason from 
that put forward by the translator. It is 
remarkable that a woman should have 
written a tale that shows such extraordinary 
ignorance of her own sex, and, one would 
almost say, a positive bias against it. The 
work has a social and theological purpose. 
It is not well constructed, it is full of senti- 
mentality and long-winded discussions, and 
since Mr. Baring-Gould himself declares 
that it will not be read for amusement, it 
can only appeal to those already in accord 
with its sentiments. Frau von Hillern writes 
so well as a rule that it is a pity this her 
weakest novel should be introduced to 
English readers. 

In ‘Griifin Helene’ the well-known 
creator of Mirza Schaffy’s pseudo-Persian 
songs appears as a novelisty The little 
novelette hardly required the ability of a 
Bodenstedt. It is the skeleton of a romance 
rather than a finished work, the material out 
of which a goodly structure might be raised, 
not the building itself. The sketch, 
though far from original, might have been 
developed into a good psychological novel, 
for the characters are ably indicated. But 
one hundred duodecimo pages are not room 
enough for « soul’s tragedy and a family’s 
rise and decay.

Mr. Ascorr R. Hoper’s ‘Spindle Stories ; cr, 

New Yarns from Old Wool,’ are amusing 

versions of nursery rhymes, and although it is 

not easy to meddle with the “‘old wool” to 
advantage, yet in some instances Mr. Hope has 
shown a light and skilful touch. Notably in the 
old rhyme of “Jack and Jill,” with which he 
has incorporated the nursery legend of ‘‘ Little 

Jack Horner,” the filling up of the story is excel- 

lent, and the illustrations showing the self-com- 

placent and ineffably ‘“‘good boy” are funny. 

The dear little Jill is as pretty as anything out 

of fairyland, and the condign retribution which 

overtakes Jack Horner is comforting to the 
reader’s sense of poetical justice. The story of 

‘The Lion and the Unicorn” has merits of its 

own, but the fun of the other stories is too heavy 

and elaborate. 

‘ Little Wideawake ’ is labelled ‘‘ for good 
children,” and surely if nursery virtues ever 
came at the call of a reward, they would come, 
like the ‘‘ pretty maids all in a row,” at the 
sight of this delightful book, of which it is 
hard to say whether the outside or the inside 
is the more attractive. The story of “ Little 
Hoodie,” by Mrs. Molesworth, would alone be a 
sufficient reward, but there are stories, and 
poems, and beautiful illustrations besides. None 
but very good children indeed deserve to possess 
‘ Little Wideawake.’ 

‘Every Boy’s Annual’ contains, amongst 
other contributions, an excellent story by Mr. 
R. Mounteney Jephson, called ‘‘ With the 
Colours,” full of fun and frolic, and also 
some graphic sketches of life at foreign 
stations, two stories by Mr. W. H. G. Kingston, 
one telling of Arctic adventures, the other 
‘¢ Adventures in the Far West,” both full of 
excitement and narrow escapes. Lieut. Low, 
R.N., supplies a tale of shipwreck, and there 
are other good stories too numerous to mention, 
to say nothing of puzzles, acrostics, and expla- 
nations of ‘‘the secrets of stage conjuring,” 
translated from the French of Robert Houdin, 
which to the unlearned leave the secrets as 
impenetrable as before. Mr. Routledge must 
be congratulated on ‘Every Boy’s Annual’ for 
this year. 

‘Every Girl’s Annual’ is introduced by a 
coloured title-page drawn by Miss Greenaway, 
and as ‘Queen Anneish” as any dweller in 
Hampstead could desire. It contains a story 
by Miss Craik, whose placid fictions are well 
suited to girls ; poems by the Hon. Roden Noel, 
and contributions by Miss Geraldine Butt, Mr. 
Stopford Brooke, and other well-known writers. 
Altogether, it is one of the best books of its 
class. 

Mr. Knatchbull-Hugessen’s ‘Other Stories,’ 
and their illustrations by Ernest Griset, form a 
volume which will be more attractive to boys 
than to girls. They are clever in their way, and 
Mr. Knatchbull-Hugessen has his own circle of 
admirers. Our favourite amongst these stories 


is ‘‘ The History of a Cat.” 
Mr. R. Mounteney Jephson has produced a 
set of clever military stories.

Drum’ will attract many readers ; the scenes 
and incidents are fresh and graphic, and written 
by one who has the gift of describing well what 
he has seen and known. 

Mr. Church’s second Christmas book ig a 
translation, with some omissions and a few 
critical alterations not necessary to mention 
here, of Mr. Jerram’s recent edition of Lucian’, 
‘Vera Historia.’ The original was written ag 
a short burlesque of the extravagant stories of 
Homer, Herodotus, Ctesias, and other poets or 
travellers, but it is altogether lacking in that 
vein of suggestive satire which one would have 
expected from its author, and which has been, 
since Rabelais and Swift, made almost essentia] 
to works of the kind. The incidents of the sup. 
posed voyage are very briefly narrated, and are 
rather excessively grotesque than humorous, ex- 
cept, indeed, in the description of the Island of 
the Blessed, where some amusement is derived 
from the ancient heroes and philosophers 
assembled about the throne of Rhadamanthus, 
On the whole, the book, albeit Lucian’s, is a 
trifle dull, and this time Mr. Church can be con- 
gratulated only on a succés d’estime. Mr. Jerram’s 
Greek edition introduced a new and valuable 
school-book, but the same absurdities which may 
well give interest and piquancy to the narrow 
limits of a fourth-form lesson may equally well 
prove wearisome when read continuously in a 
fluent translation. That the translation is fluent 
and agreeable goes without saying, but the illus- 
trations are of very little merit either as draw- 
ings or as aids to the imagination. 

‘The Floating Light of Ringfinnan’ is an in- 
teresting Irish story, though not equal to a 
former tale by the same author called ‘ Scamp 
and I.’ There is a wonderful dog in the present 
tale; but he is not ‘‘ Scamp,” of whom we 
retain a tender recollection. ‘Guardian Angels,’ 
the second tale in the book, is a story of two 
sisters, and is extremely well told. 

‘A Houseful of Children’ is beautifully got up. 
There is not much regular story in it, but it 
gives a pleasant and lifelike account of the 
sayings and doings of a houseful of children, 
their pains and pleasures and small adventures. 
It is far too beautiful to be exposed to the rough 
usage of the nursery ; it deserves a place on the 
drawing-room table, where kind aunts or elder 
sisters may show the pictures and explain them 
to the little ones. 

‘Chatterbox’ is a capital book fora prize. The 
illustrations are clever, and it is well got up. 
The long story called ‘Mammon Worship” is 
good, and there are anecdotes and sketches of 
natural history and pleasant poems. It will be 
a useful book for the nursery library. 

‘Sunday Reading for the Young’ is a cheerful 
handsome book, not very different from the 
books appointed to be read on Mondays. 

‘The Prize’ is as good as its promise, or even 
better. Girls and boys, and even grown-up 
people, will find something to entertain them. 
The illustrations are plentiful. One of the 
stories—the longest—is about an old man and 
his grandson, and their goat Blanchette, who 
are overtaken in the mountains by a snow- 
storm. The chalet in which they live is buried 
beneath the snow for a long time. Their life 
during this imprisonment is well told, and the 
lessons of trust and of brave endurance and of 
courageous endeavour are admirably impressed 
on young readers. 

“The Royal Umbrella’ is cleverly illustrated 
by Mr. Linley Sambourne ; but the fun of the 
letter-press is forced and heavy. A farce requires 
actors before it can elicit laughter. Perhaps if 
read aloud with talent and judgment on the 
evening of a Christmas holiday the listeners 
would pronounce it admirable, but if read to 
oneself on a foggy morning the effect would 
scarcely be exhilarating. 

‘ Bunchy’ is an excellent little story for young 
girls, inculcating lessons of thoughtfulness and 
self-denial in a pleasant guise, for the tale of 
Bunchy’s experiences and failures in perform- 
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—— 
ing the duties of an elder sister make an inte- 
resting book. ‘ 

‘Kind Words’ is another of the pleasant 
annuals got up for young people: it contains 

uzzles, pictures, charades, and some excellent 
stories—notably one entitled ‘‘ My Grandmother's 
Journal,” a record of the perils and adventures 
which beset early settlers in America before the 
red men had been driven away. It is extremely 
interesting, as stories written by Mr. Ascott 
Hope generally are. : 

‘Strahan’s Grand Annual for the Young’ is 
more ambitious than any of its rivals, and 
seems to affect superiority both in its binding 
and its contents. There are no conundrums 
nor puzzles, but the tales and poetry are good— 
notably a story of a preparatory school, by Charles 
Camden, and Miss Christie’s ‘‘ Dream of the Boy 
who grew tired of being Strong.” 

‘Little Folks’ may be safely recommended 
and safely purchased by any who are seeking 
for a Christmas present. There are puzzle 
pages and some excellent stories, and many 
pleasant verses. “‘ By Land and Sea” is a spirit- 
stirring account of the adventures of some young 
emigrants, and is full of narrow escapes, almost 
too narrow to be pleasant. 

‘An Involuntary Voyage’ is a good trans- 
lation from the French of Lucien Biart. The 
illustrations are clever, but the story itself is 
rather far-fetched—the adventures of a worthy 
Parisian who has never been out of Paris until 
he goes to start a friend off on a voyage to Ame- 
rica and is carried away himself, and meets 
with many more adventures and escapes than 
he dreamed of encountering. 

‘Peter Parley’s Annual’ maintains its reputa- 
tion, and will doubtless meet with an increasing 
circle of friends and admirers. 

‘Hendricks the Hunter’ is a delightful book 
of travel and adventure in Zulu Land. The 
reader is introduced to Cetewayo as a young 
man, before he had attained his rank and pre- 
eminence as ‘‘a noble savage.” The book is 
very interesting, and comes appropriately at the 
present moment. 

‘Eminent Philanthropists, Patriots, and Re- 
formers,’ brief biographical sketches and por- 
traits not altogether unlike the originals, will 
introduce young readers to the acquaintance 
of men whose careers they ought to know. 
The outside of the book is rather sombre, but 
the contents are very interesting. 

‘Friends over the Water’ forms a series of 
pleasant lively sketches of French children. 
The book is beautifully got up and illustrated, 
and English girls will like to meet their French 
companions under the guidance of Miss Betham 
Edwards. 

‘Crissy’s Little Mother’ is a pretty tale, 
intended to show the advantages of cottage 
homes for friendless and pauper children over 
large schools, where they are reduced to being 
little units in a large system. Of course the 
author begs her own question, but in any case 
the story is interesting. 

Messrs. Bickers & Son have done well in re- 
printing a well-known work by Mrs. Cowden 
Clarke. This new edition is given to the public 
in a condensed form by her sister, Sabilla 
Novello. It is appropriately illustrated by nine 
reproductions, in permanent photography, from 
pictures by Mr. Dicksee and Mr. Herrick. 

Though Mr. Conway is familiar to the public 
as the accomplished author of books of a grave 
and instructive character, he proves himself in 
‘A Necklace of Stories’ to be not less worthy 
of appreciation as an entertaining narrator of 
stories for children. 








OUR LIBRARY TABLE, 


READABLE books are not rare in French lite- 
rature. Usually, however, they are not ad- 


dressed virginibus puerisque, and may be held, 
not without reason, somewhat too full flavoured 
for any one who has not years and experience. 





Of late many efforts have been made to provide 
the French child-world with a literature of its 
own, amusing and yet innocuous, interesting and 
unexciting, easy to read and not dangerous to 
understand. Of the type in question are Un 
Nid (Hachette et Ci*), by Madame De Witt- 
Guizot, and Franchise (same publishers), by 
Madame Colombe. The first of these books is 
for young people with an interest in things modern. 
It tells of the life and adventures of a family 
of brothers and sisters, and the home feeling 
is maintained very pleasantly and cheerfully 
throughout. In a certain way it has something 
in common with ‘Haworth’s,’ the father of 
these brothers and sisters being, like Stephen 
Murdoch, an inventor, who dies before his in- 
vention, his magnum opus, is complete, while 
the heroic brother, like Hilary Murdoch, shapes 
his ends to finish the invention, and does finish 
it. Young ladies who have got on tolerably 
with their French will find ‘Un Nid’ a very 
acceptable prize. On the other hand, ‘ Fran- 
chise’ is rather a book for boys, though girls, of 
course, might read it, and read it with plea- 
sure. It is the story of a certain Aimerry, a 
gallant young gentleman of the twelfth century, 
whose good sword Franchise accomplishes 
many wonderful things, and rights wrongs 
enough to make its master a very pretty hero. 
Thereis a Wicked Baron of the good old-fashioned 
type, and the son of this person is as fine a 
specimen of the Felon Knight as one needs to see. 
How Aimerry, a protégé of Bertrand de Born, de- 
feats the machinations of this reprehensible pair, 
and has at length the honour of measuring 
Franchise with the good sword of Richard 
Coeur de Lion himself, must be read as Madame 
Colombe has written it. ‘ Franchise,’ which is 
really a capital book for youngsters, is very 
pleasantly illustrated with over a hundred draw- 
ings on wood by C. Delort, an artist who has 
evidently profited by the study of the Doré of 
‘Pantagruel’ and the ‘Contes Drolatiques.’ 
The sixty-three woodcuts of ‘Un Nid,’ which 
are the work of a certain Ferdinandus, are fair 
enough in their way, but not nearly so pic- 
turesque and striking as those of ‘ Franchise.’ 

Messrs. Macmi.uian send us the fourth volume 
of their translation of Lanfrey’s History of Napo- 
leon I., a work that, owing to the author’s death, 
remains unfortunately afragment. The transla- 
tion is readable, and so excellent a work deserves 
to be studied by every one who cares about 
modern European history. It is a pity Messrs. 
Macmillan have not made good a defect of the 
original—the want of an index. 

Messrs. WuittakER & Co. send a neat little 
edition of The History of Rassclas, Prince of 
Abyssinia, a handy reprint of a story that every 
one should read, although it is to be feared 
few do so in these degenerate days. 

ComMMANDER J. B. TELFER has done a service 
in translating for the Hakluyt Society The 
Bondage and Travels of Johann Schiltberger; and 
the value of the volume is enhanced by the notes 
of Prof. Brunn, of Munich. The narrative is 
extremely interesting. 

Ovr industrious contributor Prof. Angelo De 
Gubernatis has finished the first volume of 
Dizicnario Bivgrafico degli Serittori Contem- 
poranci. It promises to be a valuable book of 
reference, and supplies many names wanting in 
Vapereau. It is particularly excellent as regards 
Italian, Polish, and Hungarian literature. 

Mr. WuirakEr’s excellent Almanack contains 
for the first time a list of the Orders of Knight- 
hood. Much useful information is given in the 
appendix ; in fact, Mr. Symons has the cruelty 
to write an article on ‘The Year’s Weather.’ 
Certainly Mr. Whitaker's book deserves the 
reputation it has won of being the best almanac 
published at a low price. 

M. Jutes PertuHes has sent us the invaluable 
Almanach de Gotha, which is, as usual, most 
creditable to its learned editors. The modifi- 
cations introduced in the map of Europe by the 





Treaty of Berlin are noted in this issue, and the 
vassal state of Bulgaria occupies a place by itself. 
Among the new tables which are given is one 
of the comparative financial condition of differ- 
ent states—a somewhat melancholy picture. The 
new census in Spain has been utilized, and the 
Samoan Islands are admitted to the honour of 
having a section devoted to them. 

The Card Essays, by ‘‘ Cavendish,” which 
Messrs. De La Rue publish, form a welcome 
volume. The essay on ‘The Origin of Cards’ 
and ‘ Molitre on Piquet’ are both very good. 
‘The Duffer’s Whist Maxims,’ on the other 
hand, is rather a ponderous joke. Some of 
the stories told in ‘Card Talk’ are amusing—for 
instance, the tale of how his father treated the 
volume that has made ‘‘ Cavendish” famous. 
‘* Cavendish” concludes by complaining that he 
has become a target for questions regarding the 
laws of games. One lady asked him, ‘‘ May 
teetotalers join in a game of snapdragon ?” 

Messrs. Marcus Warp & Co. send their 
Concise Diaries, which are well arranged and are 
fitted into most dainty pocket-books. —Mr. Luks 
has forwarded some tasteful Christmas Cards. 

Tuat energetic publisher Mr. Frowde has 
sent us two new editions of the Oxford Bible for 
Teachers. One is an edition for the pocket, 
printed on paper wonderfully opaque consider- 
ing its extreme thinness, and the other is printed 
with the border lines and headings of chapters 
in red. The text in each corresponds page for 
page with Mr. Frowde’s former ‘ fac-simile” 
editions. Further additions have been made to 
the supplementary matter; and both volumes 
are bound with much taste.

HISTORICAL DOCUMENTS. 

TuE following is the text of the memorial 
which, as we mentioned a fortnight ago, has 
been addressed to the Treasury by the Society 
of Antiquaries regarding historical documents. 
Every one will hail the move made by the 
Society in this direction with cordial satisfaction. 
There can be no doubt that the untimely end to 
which extravagance and general mismanagement 
brought the old Record Commission left in- 
complete a large amount of projected work 
which is not covered or provided for by the 
existing grants. It is obvious, for example, 
that the Pipe Rolls could not properly or con- 
veniently be brought within the scope of the 
Series of the Master of the Rolls. The same 
might be said of a new edition—so greatly 
needed—of the ‘Codex Diplomaticus.’ It is to 
be hoped, therefore, that the effort made by 
this venerable Society to fill this and other 
lacune may be crowned with ultimate, if not 
immediate, success. We fear it is scarcely pro- 
bable that the pressure now laid on the finances 
of the Government will admit even of so small 
a grant as that indicated by the memorial :— 


1. We, the President and Council of the 
Society of Antiquaries of London, beg respect- 
fully to call the attention of the Lords Com- 
missioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury to the 
serious inconvenience and difficulties experienced 
by historical inquirers in consequence of the 
virtual inaccessibility of a large series of National 
and other records. 

2. In doing so we may be allowed to express 
the gratitude and satisfaction which we, in 
common with all students, feel for the admirable 
materials already published under the direction 
of the Master of the Rolls, which we urge 
should be supplemented by another and equally 
important class of documents not comprised 
under the head of ‘‘ Chronicles and Memorials 
of Great Britain.” 

3. We refer to the contents of the National 
archives, rich beyond those of any other country 
in contemporary records from an early period. 
Many of these are of the highest historical 
value: for instance, the uninterrupted series 
of Chancery Rolls, in which are registered the 
acts of Government in the form of letters 
and warrants of officers of all denominations ; 
grants of land and privileges, and appointments 
to public offices; the Accounts of the Crown, 
such as the great Rolls of the Pipe, in which 
the receipts and expenditure of the Revenue

in all their branches are minutely recorded. 
much State correspondence, and the voluminous 
records of proceedings in the courts of law 
These date from the twelfth and thirteenth 
centuries, and afford most precious materials 
for filling up the deficiencies of contemporary 
chroniclers and for tracing the growth of oy 
national institutions. 

4, Froin the commencement of the present 
century the historical value of the public records 
has been recognized by successive Governments 
and Commissions appointed to provide for their 
preservation and to make them accessible to 
literary inquirers. Under the auspices of these 
Commissions a series of publications from the 
records was commenced, but various causes 
brought about the discontinuance of the under- 
taking. Many of the works, however—frag- 
mentary though some may be—are yet invalu- 
able, and it may reasonably be expected that 
what was then projected and commenced may 
now be resumed and continued with the aid of 
Her Majesty’s Government, especially when it 
is remembered that publications of such a scope 
and on such a scale are beyond the reach of 
unassisted individual enterprise. 

5. Other classes of documents there are of 
general interest, though not preserved in the 
National archives, such as the records of muni- 
cipal bodies and family muniments and corre- 
spondence, and we need hardly point out how 
inaccessible these are, and how much to be 
feared is the loss of them by fire and other 
casualties. In the interests of local and family 
history it is most desirable that selections from 
these documents—especially those of earlier 
date—should as soon as possible be published, 
and placed beyond the reach of destruction. 

6. These reasons have weighed so forcibly 
with foreign Governments that there is scarcely 
a single continental state which has not pub- 
lished, or is not publishing, a National ‘ Codex 
Diplomaticus,’ without which it is impossible to 
understand or to describe the growth of social 
institutions, or the various details of early 
National life. 

7. Works compiled from these public and 
private sources, and printed inexpensively, 
would find a sale which would to a considerable 
degree repay the original outlay. 

8. The Society of Antiquaries of London is. 
willing to offer all the assistance in its power in 
designing and superintending such a series of 
publications. 

9. It can point with some confidence to several 
works of a similar character, which have been 
issued under its auspices and have acquired a 
high reputation, as evidence of its capacity in 
this respect. Not to mention the assistance 
rendered by this Society to the Government of 
the day at the close of the last century in the 
publication of the great Domesday Book, many 
details of which were then submitted to the 
Society for approval and advice, it may be per- 
mitted to refer to the great Norman Rolls, 
edited for the Society by Mr. Stapleton, the 
Wardrobe Accounts of Edward I[., the Ordi- 
nances for the Government of the Royal House- 
hold, and Layamon’s Chronicle of Britain, not 
to mention the vast amount of historical docu- 
ments which lie scattered in the pages of the 
Archeologia during the century of the existence 
of that publication. 

10. It will be for their lordships to determine 
whether the present moment is unfavourable 
for making a grant from the public funds for 
the objects set forth in this memorial. We hope, 
however, that the objects themselves will meet 
with the approval of their lordships, and if so 
we would ask leave to suggest that an annual 
grant of 2,0001. might with advantage be made 
at a convenient opportunity from the Public 
Exchequer, to be expended, under the respon- 
sibility of this Society, in the publication of

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IMAGINARY EDITIONS. 
Laverton Rectory, Bath. 

I nave lately had occasion to make an in- 
vestigation into some of the alleged editions of 
three works (two of them of great note) pub- 
lished in the seventeenth century. In each case 
[have come to the conclusion that an edition 
which is reported on apparently good authority 
never had any existence at all. It may be 
interesting to some of your readers to have this 

inted out, and also the apparent origin of the 
mistake in each case. The three works are: 1. 
Young’sedition of Clemens Romanus ; 2. Ussher’s 
edition of Ignatius ; 3. Sandius’s ‘ Nucleus His- 
tori Ecclesiastice.’ I will take them in order. 

1. It is well known that Young published the 
editio princeps of Clemens Romanus at Oxford 
in 1633. By modern editors it is generally 
stated that the edition was reprinted at the 
same place in 1637. Apparently, however, this 
isa mistake. No copy of such an edition exists 
in the Bodleian Library, nor does the edition 
appear to be mentioned by any of the old editors 
or by the bibliographers. Moreover, the preface 
to Fell’s first edition (Oxford, 1669) shows 
plainly that he was not aware of its existence, 
but supposed his own edit‘on to be the first that 
had been published at Gaford since the editio 
princeps. Apparently the earliest mention of 
a 1637 reprint occurs in the list of editions pre- 
fixed to Bishop Jacobson’s ‘ Patres Apostolici.’ 
It is perhaps not surprising that subsequent 
editors, knowing Bishop Jacobson’s usual accu- 
racy and his personal connexion with Oxford, 
should have adopted without further inquiry 
his statement respecting an edition alleged to 
have been printed at that University. 

The only explanation which I can suggest of 
Bishop Jacobson’s mistake (if it be one) is that 
he must have made aconfusion between Young’s 
‘Clemens Romanus’ and another work of his 
(‘Catena Greecorum Patrum in Librum Job’), 
which was published (in London, however, not 
at Oxford) in 1637. 

2. It is also well known that Ussher’s edition 
of Ignatius was published at Oxford in 1644. 
But an alternative date, 1648, is given by Ebert 
and Allibone, Apparently this is a mistake, 
which may perhaps be thus accounted for. 
There is in the Bodleian a copy bearing date 
1643, and in the Catalogue of 1674 this and the 
1644 copy are thus mentioned, ‘‘ Oxon., 1644, 
et Oxon., 1643,” the 1644 copy being mentioned 
first. 

Probably from this circumstance it was con- 
jectured that the “3” in ‘‘1643” in the Cata- 
logue was a misprint for ‘‘ 8,” and that the copy 
really bore the date of ‘‘ 1648.” 

3. The first edition of Sandius’s ‘ Nucleus’ 
was published at Amsterdam (under the name 
of ‘*Cosmopolis”) in 1668 or 1669. The 
second edition was published at the same place 
(under the name of ‘ Colonia”) in 1676, as was 
also an appendix in 1678. The author died in 
1680, and his book has never since been re- 
printed. But Saxius, Chalmers, Rees, and Watt 
mention a London reprint of 1681. Fortunately 
Saxius (whose statement the others probably 
followed) supplies the means of tracing and cor- 
recting his own mistake. He refers tothe ‘ Acta 
Eruditorum’ of 1682 as his authority. If he 
had consulted his authority more carefully, he 
would have seen that the work there noticed is 
not Sandius’s ‘ Nucleus,’ but Dr. Samuel Gar- 
diner’s “‘ final reply ” (‘Responsio Valedictoria’) 
oo, which was published at London in

NOTES FROM LISBON. 
Lisbon, December, 1879. 

Ir is said the Portuguese Government intends 
to appoint several public functionaries to assist 
the local Commission charged with the conduct 
of the business connected with the International 
Literary Congress to meet in Lisbon in April 
next. The said public officials will assist the 
Commission in complying with the wishes and 
requests of the representatives of the different 
nationalities, and will facilitate the supplying 
of information and documents from the different 
literary establishments, so that delays and difti- 
culties may be avoided. 

The board of the International Literary Asso- 
ciation, appointed by the Congress of Paris in 
1878 and of London in 1879, which, as officially 
communicated to the Portuguese Government, 
will assemble in Lisbon, is composed of the fol- 
lowing members: Honorary Presidents, the 
Councillor José da Silva Mendez Leal, Portu- 
guese Minister in Paris, Messrs. Torres Caicedo 
and Pierre Zaccone ; Vice-President, M. George 
Hachette; General Secretary, M. Lermina. 
This important Association is under the 
direct patronage of their Majesties the King 
of Portugal, the Emperor of Brazil, and the 
King of the Belgians. These monarchs have 
already given ample proofs of their love of 
letters and their earnest desire for the develop- 
ment of literary relations between the different 
peoples. 

The explorers Capello and Ivens have arrived 
at Loanda after an arduous journey of more 
than two years’ duration. According to the 
accounts they have fully executed the difticult 
mission entrusted to them by the Portuguese 
Government, and have gathered data and mate- 
rials to make a correct and comprehensive map 
of the districts they have traversed, which has 
hitherto been a great want. They returned 
suffering from fever and much shattered in 
health, and have gone to Mossamades to recruit 
and prepare their papers and plans. The results 
of their explorations are anxiously looked for, 
because both Capello and Ivens are men of 
science ; the former is a most careful observer 
and first-rate mathematician, and the latter is 
an excellent draughtsman. They carried with 
them instruments of the most modern and per- 
fect description. There is no doubt the results 
of their labours will be trustworthy and a great 
boon to geographical knowledge. 

The translation of Camoens by Mr. R. F. 
Duff will be ready in a few days ; it is dedicated 
to his Majesty Dom Fernando, and the sub- 
scription list is large. L.

Ar the meeting of the Schemes Com- 
mittee of the Spelling Reform Association 
on the 16th inst., more than twenty-five 
specimens of schemes were presented, and 
others were reported as having been pro- 
mised. The collection is already most inter- 
esting, embracing the most diverse proposals, 
from the tentative omission of useless letters 
to the radical innovations of the Mormon 
Bible scheme. The work of classification will 
be commenced at once. The Executive Com- 
mittee have determined to hold monthly 
meetings of the Association for reading 
papers and for discussion. The question of 
local organizations in the provinces was 
further discussed. 

Mr. Cuartes Exton, of Lincoln’s Inn, 
will speedily publish, through Mr. Quaritch, 
what promises to be a somewhat exhaustive 
work on ‘ The Origin of English History.’ 

Tue Welsh library of the late Rev. R. 
Jones, B.A., advertised for sale by Messrs. 
Sotheby, Wilkinson & Hodge, was on Satur- 
day last purchased by private contract for 
the Swansea Public Library. This, together 
with the local libraries collected by the 
Royal Institution, Rowland Williams, and 
Detiett Francis, will constitute Swansea, it 
is said, the largest possessor of Welsh 
literature in the United Kingdom. 

Tue recent lecture by Mr. Walter, M.P., 
on ‘Reading and Preaching from a Lay- 
man’s Point of View,’ will be published in 
the Clergyman’s Magazine for January. 

Pror. Atrrep Goopwrn having expressed 
a wish to exchange the professorship of Latin 
for that of Greek, the Council of University 
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College have appointed him Professor of 
Greek as from the end of the present session. 


Our learned contributor Prof. De Guber- 
natis has just discovered at Paris, at the 
house of Madame Mohl, all the correspon- 
dence of Manzoni with his great friend 
Fauriel. Madame Mohl has entrusted it to 
the care of the professor for publication in 
Italy. The correspondence appears to be 
of very great interest. There are fifty-four 
long letters written between 1807 and 1830, 
that is to say, during the best years of 
Manzoni’s life. M. De Gubernatis intends 
to publish this correspondence in the Nwora 
Antologia and add a copious biographical 
commentary. 

In addition to Mr. Edward Walford’s 
magazine, the Antiquary. we hear of an- 
other new monthly periodical, which will be 
published in the course of a few months, to 
be entitled Jfoxon’s Magazine. 

A CorrEsPoNnDENT writes :— 

“Prof. Theodor Mobius, of the University of 
Kiel, will publish at Easter a continuation of his 
invaluable ‘Catalogus Librorum Islandicorum 
et Norvegicorum.’ This work appeared at 
Leipzig in 1852 ; the supplementary volume will 
comprise the titles of all works relating in any 
way to the classical language and literature of 
Iceland, which have been published in different 
countries between that date and the present 
time.” 

Tue Chaucer Society, which has already 
reprinted its issue of its first year, 1868, is 
now called on to reprint its books of its next 
four years, 1869-1872. The Society is near- 
ing the end of its parallel-text work, its last 
books of that section being now in the press. 
Though Mr. Furnivall has long been 
complaining of destroyer Time for having 
left him only three first-class manuscripts 
of the ‘Troilus’ for his parallel text of 
that poem, yet surely when one of these 
is Henry V.’s own copy when Prince of 
Wales—now Mr. Bacon Frank’s, of Camp- 
sall Hall—and consequently dates in or 
before 1415 A.p., while the second is the 
Harleian 2280, which must be of the first 
quarter of the fifteenth century, and the 
third is Mr. Bradshaw’s Chaucer gem, the 
Gg. 4. 27 of the Cambridge University 
Library—often the best text of all, and pro- 
bably about 1425 a.p. too—no reasonable 
being has cause to complain. May this, 
after all, not be a case of the survival of the 
fittest—except Chaucer’s own copy? 

Messrs. Hansarp’s Monthly List of Par- 
liamentary Papers for November contains 
the unusually small number of sixteen 
Reports and Papers and six Papers by 
Command. Among the former is a Return 
of an unusually suggestive nature, showing 
the means by which drinkable water is sup- 
plied to every urban sanitary district in 
‘ngland and Wales. There are also papers 
from Her Majesty’s representatives and 
consuls in foreign countries having reference 
to the silver question (East India), ‘The 
Papers by Command include the Report of 
the Commissioners on the Law and existing 
Practice as to the Sale, Exchange, and 
Resignation of Ecclesiastical Benefices; the 
Twenty-sixth Report of the Committee of 
Council on Education; and the Statement 
of the Receipts and Expenditure, for the 
Year ending March 25th, 1878, on the High- 
ways of England and Wales.

We owe an apology to the anonymous 
translator of sonnets from Petrarch, Michael 
Angelo, &e., whom we accused a few weeks 
ago of mistranslating a line of Michael 
Angelo’s sonnets (No. 2 in the usual num- 
bering).

The ¢ in Fiorenze and 
Fiesole is not a vowel, strictly speak- 
ing, at all. In the first it represents an /; 
in the second it is a mere importation, the 
original word being Fesole. 
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Abstract of the Surveys and of other Geograph- 
ical Operations in India for 1877-78. 
(Allen & Co.) 

THE surveys of an enormous and but par- 

tially known empire like that of India are 

operations of great importance, for by their 
aid a basis for minute statistical investiga. 
tion is laid down, and maps are supplied to 
every branch of the administration. The 
varied character of the country, according

as the tracts to be surveyed lie amid snow- 
capped mountains, desert plains, cultivated 
expanses of alluvial soil, or forest and jungle- 
covered undulations, imparts a striking 
absence of sameness to the work of the 
surveyors and a pleasing variety to their 
reports. These reports are annually con- 
densed into a single work in the Geograph- 
ical Department of the India Office, and for 
some years past the task has fallen to Mr, 

Charles E. D. Black, the author of the present 

report. It opens with a record of the doings 

during the year 1877-78 of the Marine 

Survey Department, a small branch estab- 

lished only four years ago, but which has 

nevertheless contrived during that brief 
period to survey imperfectly charted 
anchorages and ports, to fix the position 
of dangers to navigation, to publish charts, 
lists of lighthouses, warnings to mariners, 
and, in short, to do a large amount of work 
which has proved of undeniable use to the 
increasing merchant shipping frequenting 

Indian waters. The most important pieces 

of work during the year were surveys of 

Ratnagiri and Viziadurg on the west coast, 

and of the Paumben Pass between Ceylon 

and the mainland. 

By far the greater part of the present 
work, however, is devoted to a review of 
the land surveys in their various branches. 
The great triangulation of the country is 
rapidly approaching completion, and this 
will gradually liberate additional parties 
for detailed topographical and _ revenue 
surveys, which are greatly needed now 
that irrigation and cultivation are helping 
to enhance the value of land. Many inter- 
esting observations are recorded by some of 
the survey officers, among which we note 
the following remarks by Lieut. Hobday 
concerning the Bheels, that wild tribe of 
Western India which Outram’s influence 
did so much to reclaim from savagery and 
to convert into an efficient soldiery : 

‘* Before the Bheel corps was organized, these 
wild tribes believed, and rightly too, that every 
man’s hand was against them, and, trusting no 
man, looked upon all intruders, and even visitors, 
as enemies or, at any rate, a fair prey for rob- 
bery. When the regiment was first started the 
Sepoys had to be paid daily, or otherwise they 
deserted in numbers, simply because they could 
not believe that if they remained they would 
receive their pay at the end of the month. Now 
that they have learned that honour and justice 
can really be found amongst Englishmen, there 
are nearly always a number of young men wait- 
ing for vacancies to be enlisted in the regiment. 
Desertions are frequent, but this may be attr- 
buted partly to their love of home, which is such 
that it is no uncommon thing for a Sepoy te 
walk some fifteen or twenty miles to his home 
after his day’s work and be back in time for 
parade next morning.” 

Passing over the various topographical 
and revenue survey narratives, we note, 2 
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the geological section, the appearance of the 
‘Manual of the Geology of India,’ an im- 

rtant work, in which are summarized the 
existing scattered observations on Indian 

logy. The labours of the department 
are conscientious and interesting, but the 
diminution of the unmapped geological 
areas is not so rapid as the importance of 
the work demands and as an adequate sur- 
yeying staff would make it. 

The archeological section notices certain 
tours undertaken by Mr. Beglar in Bundel- 
khand, Malwa, and the Central Provinces. 
These, however, date so far back (1871-74) 
that it is difficult to understand why the re- 

rts were not issued before. Mr. Burgess’s 
active labours in 1876-77 and 1878-79 in the 
Bombay Presidency are reviewed, and an- 
nouncement made of an important archzo- 
logical work under preparation by him, con- 
jointly with Mr. James Fergusson, and 
designed to give a popular description of 
the architectural antiquities of "Western 
India, and especially of the remarkable rock- 
cut temples, hewn by Buddhist, Brahmin, 
and Jain devotees out of hill-sides in 
various parts of the Bombay Presidency. 
These rock-excavations were all for worship 
or monastic purposes, and range in point of 
date from the twelfth century a.p. as far 
back as the third century z.c. Their de- 
scription by such competent authorities can- 
not but form a most welcome and interesting 
addition to Indian archzeological history. 

We learn that Indian meteorological study 
is making progress, and that several new 
stations were started in 1877, thus tending 
to perfect the network of points of observa- 
tion with which the entire expanse of the 
empire will soon be overlaid. Some very 
suggestive inferences are drawn by Mr. J. 
Eliot (the officiating meteorological reporter) 
from a consideration of the meteorological 
records during 1877-78. He remarks :— 

“There is a tendency at the minimum sun- 
spot periods to prolonged excessive pressure over 
India, to an unusual development of the winter 
rains, and to the occurrence of abnormally heavy 
snowfall over the Himalayan region, especially 
in the west. This appears also to be usually 
accompanied by a weak south-west monsoon, the 
usual characteristics of which are great irregu- 
larity in the distribution of the rainfall over the 
whole of India, and the occurrence of local rain- 
falls recurring over limited areas, as well as the 
persistent and prolonged absence of rain over 
considerable areas, such as the dry region of the 
Deccan or Upper India, where the rains are 
more likely to fall below the amount necessary 
for cultivation than over the Malabar coast or in 
the lower provinces. But though geographical 
position sufficiently explains the tendency to the 
recurrence of famines in certain areas, the 
primary cause must be sought for in the great 
atmospheric current which is the source of the 
rains,” 

In a country like India, which is mainly 
dependent on agriculture for its well-being, 
investigations like these are most important 
i regard to the light they shed on the pos- 
sible recurrence of those disastrous droughts 
Which have done so much of late to retard 
the material prosperity of the country. 

Passing by a brief, but welcome, notice 
relative to the expected appearance of the 
new Imperial Gazetteer of India in 1881, we 
come to a very interesting chapter, descrip- 
tive of the various explorations made beyond 
the British frontier in 1877 and 1878. Owing 
to the Afghan war these extra-territorial 





surveys have been more numerous than 
usual. The examination by General Bid- 
dulph’s force of the direct Thal-Chotiali 
route between Kandahar and Multan was a 
geographical event of the very highest im- 
portance in its military and political aspects. 
It showed us that, so far from the Bolan, 
Kurram, and Khaibar routes being the only 
military highways into India, there is a more 
direct route along which, in the opinion of 
its surveyor, ‘‘there is not a mile of road 
that really required making, nor a mile 
along which a line of railway might not 
easily be carried.” The route referred to 
is the Thal-Chotiali, which shortens the 
ordinary line to Kandahar by the Bolan by 
upwards of ninety miles, measured from the 
Indus as a base of operations. We have 
only to mention that the existence of this 
route was absolutely unknown to General 
Hamley when he delivered his well-known 
lecture on the strategical conditions of 
our North-West Frontier in India, to in- 
dicate the importance of the present dis- 
covery. In Chitral and Yassin some fresh 
ground was examined by Major Biddulph 
in 1878, and in Hundes (Western Tibet) 
some triangulations and detailed surveys 
were made by Messrs. Ryall and Kinney 
in the season of 1877-78. This part of the 
frontier is one of the few points where 
British territory directly abuts on that of 
Tibet, and where opportunity exists for an 
enlargement of the commercial intercourse 
between the two countries. The traffic is not 
very extensive at present, but a resolute 
effort to exchange the better class of Indian 
teas for some of the finer qualities of 
Tibetan wool would assuredly create a 
brisk trade. We have not space to notice 
Capt. Woodthorpe’s report on the Miri 
Hills north of Assam, further than to point 
out that he proves the dreaded hostility and 
power of these trans-frontier tribes to be a 
pure bugbear. The chapter concludes with a 
detailed account of the recent exploration of 
the lower course of ‘the Sanpu river of Tibet, 
which has determined the long-contested 
identity of that stream with the Brahmaputra 
of Assam. 

This brief review will indicate to our 
readers some of the more interesting subjects 
treated in the report, which, as a whole, gives 
us a good idea of the labours of the various 
scientific departments in India. It is difficult 
to refrain from expressing a wish that similar 
reports might be prepared for the other de- 
partments of the Indian Government. A 
series of annual reviews of the chief events 
connected with irrigation, military matters, 
agriculture, public works, &c., would attract 
considerable attention in this country, and 
would, no doubt, facilitate the public appre- 
hension of Indian topics. 








An Atlas of Anatomy ; or, Pictures of the Human 
Body in Twenty-four Quarto Coloured Plates, 
comprising One Hundred separate Figures, 
with Descriptive Letter-press. By Mrs. Fenwick 
Miller, Member of the London School Board, 
&c. (Stanford.) 

Mrs. Miter has made a most successful 

endeavour to encourage the general study of 

anatomy in a precise, and not in what would be 

termed a “popular,” form. This atlas is a 

really systematic work on anatomy, and the 

only fault in the letter-press is that rudimentary 
details are supplemented by a disproportionate 
amount of advanced matter. Thus a writer who 





would teach to children the complicated struc- 
ture of the “ organ of Corti,” and who figures 
the ‘‘ ganglion of Bochdalek ” (misprinting the 
proper name in the index), ought to dwell more 
upon the muscular mechanism of small arteries 
and its function in supplying blood to a part, 
in different quantities according to its wants, 
through the influence of the vaso-motor nerves. 
This wonderful fact is not mentioned in the 
description of the blood-vessels, but only in 
the account of the sympathetic system, where 
nothing is said about plain muscular fibre, the 
sympathetic nerve being merely described as 
supplying the coats of the vessels and regulating 
the degree of their contraction, and so deter- 
mining the blood supply of the part. We have 
to look to the wench =x on the muscles before 
we can find out that plain fibres are supplied to 
blood-vessels. All this is quite intelligible to 
anybody versed in anatomy, but would puzzle 
a student unless he had unusual reasoning 
powers and a very good memory. In de- 
scribing the physiology of organs, facts about 
their histology must be frequently repeated. 
Yet Mrs. Miller’s design is so excellent that we 
only make such criticisms to strengthen the 
good work she promotes. In the preface 
she informs us that a School Board in- 
spector has often been struck with the alacrity 
with which pupils rush to their seats for an 
oral examination in physiology. This being the 
case, where is the pedantic theorist who would 
withhold from a youth the teaching of the wonders 
of science for which he thirsts! The lad with 
such aspirations is not likely to disobey other 
teachers and neglect his arithmetic, nor is there 
any reason to believe that he would take in- 
suflicient exercise or make a bad handicraftsman. 
It is not among those who work for their living 
that book-worms are found. The text is written 
in a perfectly clear style, as though by one well 
experienced in teaching. Mrs. Miller discards 
the vicious practice, once so common, of treating 
as ‘beautiful arrangements of Providence” 
certain ideas on biological questions which may 
prove to be but ingenious errors of men. On 
the other hand, the author frequently uses 
such adjectives as ‘‘ marvellous” and ‘‘admir- 
able,” and she is right, as the elimination of 
sentiment might seriously damage the cause of 
science among ‘‘the people.” The plates, large 
and bold, are taken from German sources; they 
are well indexed, and are both attractive and 
instructive. It is a pity that they are not 
printed on stouter paper, especially as they are 
mostly folded in four. The cover is a little too 
gaudy, and the allegorical young lady marked 
*€ Science,” and shown in the act of introducing 
a skeleton, reminds us too much of another 
maiden well known to society, as she is to be 
seen weekly on the cover of one of its journals. 
Mrs. Miller’s work is, we may say in conclusion, 
excellent, and will, we believe, play no mean 
= in the diffusion of true, pure, scientific 
nowledge. 








GEOGRAPHICAL NOTES. 

Ir is likely that M. di Brazza’s account of his 
travels will be translated into English by 
another distinguished traveller, Commander 
V. L. Cameron. 

The so-called ‘‘Tombs of the Kings,” half 
a mile north of Jerusalem, have been recently 
purchased by a French lady, by whose orders 
considerable excavations have been carried on 
there. In the earth which filled a great portion 
of the rock-hewn sunken court in front of the 
entrance to the tombs (described at length by 
De Saulcy, among other writers) have been 
found many capitals and other architectural 
remains. Among them are stones which, in the 
opinion of Dr. Chaplin, ‘‘ show beyond question 
that they formed part of a pyramidal structure.” 
He considers that there can be no reasonable 
doubt that these remains belonged to the famous 
pyramids of the monuments of Helena, “ three 
in number, and distant no more than three fur- 
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longs from the city” (Josephus, ‘ Antiq.,’ xx. 
iv. 3), and that they have been thrown down 
from above. Dr. Chaplin has also sent to the 
Committee of the Palestine Exploration Fund 
a rough drawing of the statue recently dug up 
on the sea-shore near Gaza. It is a half figure, 
nose and right fore-arm broken. The discovery 
of atomb an hour or so north of Jaffa is also 
reported. One of the stone doors is carved in 
four panels, two with lions’ heads, two with 
bulls’ heads. The tomb, which has now been 
covered up again, is probably of Crusading 
origin. 

The last number of the Zeitschrift des deutschen 
Palaestina-Vereins contains notes on a journey 
to Moab in 1872, by the Rev. A. F. Klein, and 
an alphabetical list of localities in the pashalik 
of Jerusalem, by Prof. A. Socin. Both are 
very important contributions for the topography 
of Palestine. It also contains an interesting 
notice of the ruins of Ascalon, by Dr. H. 
Guthe. 

We have received Parts V. to VIII. of the 
new edition of ‘Stieler’s Hand-Atlas.’ Amongst 
the twelve maps which they contain there are 
three which are printed from new plates, namely, 
a general map of Africa, the fourth sheet of a 
map of the West Indies and Central America, 
and the first sheet of a four-sheet map of the 
German Empire. The last was very much 
wanted, for of all the maps contained in the 
older editions of the Atlas those relating to 
Germany (always excepting the strikingly beauti- 
ful delineation of the Rhineland and Switzer- 
land) were perhaps the least satisfactory. The 
new map is drawn by Herr C. Vogel, and will 
take rank with the fine maps of France and 
Spain, for which we are indebted to the skill 
of the same draughtsman. An inset map of 
Berlin and its environs apparently contains all 
the details to be found on the Prussian staff 
map, published on a scale of 1: 100,000. 

The ‘ Instructive Atlas of Modern Geography’ 
(Stanford) is perhaps no worse than the majority 
of other atlases published for school use, but it 
certainly is no credit to the eminent firm by 
whom it is published. We have some right to 
expect that places like Rotterdam, Cologne, 
Calais, and Nuremberg should find a place in 
an atlas of this description, considering that 
hundreds of names not likely ever to be heard 
of beyond their own immediate neighbourhood 
have been thought worthy of insertion. The 
map of Asia appears to have been copied, in a 
large measure, from a French source. Though 
much inclined to be indulgent as regards the 
spelling of geographical names, we do object to 
such forms as Amour, Thianchan, and Kirinowla,

Astronomicat.— Dee. 12.— Lord Lindsay, 
M.P., President, in the chair.—Mr. Stone 
showed a michrometer which he described as a 
compromise between the German and English 
forms.—Mr. Neison read a paper, by Prof. New- 
comb, ‘On the Correction of the Mean Longi- 
tude of the Moon.’ Referring to a paper pub- 
lished by Mr. Neison in the Monthly Notices, 
Prof. Newcomb remarked that the fluctuation of 











the moon’s errors, which Mr. Neison had sug- 
gested might be accounted for by a seventeen 
years’ term, due to the action of Jupiter, should 
reach one of its maximum periods in 1878. 
According to Prof. Newcomb’s computations, 
the observations of 1876 were not accordant 
with this theory by about 2”, and he suggested 
that this small residual error might be accounted 
for by an alteration of the personal equa- 
tions of the observers at Greenwich and 
Washington, the only two observatories where 
a continuous series of observations of the 
moon’s place were taken.—Mr. Neison also 
read a paper of his own, prepared without 
any knowledge of Prof. 8. Newcomb’s sugges- 
tion, in which he discussed the changes in the 
moon’s place as compared with the personal 
equation of the various observers who have suc- 
ceeded one another at Greenwich Observatory. 
—Mr. Ranyard read a paper, by the Rev. T. W. 
Webb, ‘On a new Gaseous Nebula in Cygnus,’ 
which, when observed with a low power, looked 
like a bluish star of the ninth magnitude, and 
had been observed and registered as such by 
Arglander in the Bonner Durchmusterwng as 
No. 4004 of zone +41. Observed with a higher 
power, it was seen to be a minute planetary 
nebula with a stella nucleus towards the north 
preceding edge. Observed with a spectroscope 
at Lord Lindsay’s observatory, it showed the 
three bright lines which had been observed in 
many other gaseous nebule.—Mr. Common 
gave an account of his observations of the 
satellites of Mars, as seen with his 37-inch 
Silver on glass reflector. Deimos now ap- 
peared to him as bluish, though, at the last 
opposition, he had thought it had a reddish 
tinge, which he had then compared to the redder 
parts of the planet’s disc. For observing posi- 
tion angles of the satellites he had made use of 
a sereen of dark glass across half the field of a 
negative eye-piece, so that the planet and 
cross wires could be faintly observed with- 
out dazzling the eye while the satellite was 
being compared with the position wires.— 
Lord Lindsay read a note on the spectrum of 
the red spot on Jupiter, which he found to be 
an absorption spectrum, extending from the 
extreme red end up toa place between Fand G, 
which he estimated as corresponding with wave- 
length 453mmm. 








Astatic.—Dec. 15.—Sir H. C. Rawlinson, 
President, in the chair.—A paper was read, con- 
tributed by Babu Rajendralala Mitra, ‘On the 
Age of the Caves of Ajanta,’ in which he urged 
—first, that the figures with flowing dresses and 
conical hats were Persians ; secondly, that the 
chief personages in the drinking scenes were 
Bactrian ; and thirdly, that the scenes repre- 
sented phases of Indian life in the first cen- 
tury B.c. or A.D., founding his conclusions on 
the inscriptions existing in some of the caves, 
and adding at the same time many details with 
reference to the individual caves at this place. 
To this Mr. Fergusson replied that he could not 
accept the Babu’s views for two reasons—tirst, 
that there was no suflicient proof of the date 
of the inscriptions in the caves ; and secondly, 
that, supposing they could bear the interpreta- 
tion put on them by the writer of the paper, 
the architectural evidence was altogether 
opposed to his theory. Mr. Fergusson further 
pointed out that Babu Rajendralala had alto- 
gether ignored the fact that an inscription at 
Badami has preserved the date of 500 years 
from the coronation of the Saka kings, i. e., 
A.D. 578-9, and the Babu ought to have known 
that this date is universally admitted to be the 
turning point of the cave chronology. 





Soecrety or Antiquaries.— Dec. 11.—Dr.

account of some curious and, as it would seem, 


from local traditions, ancient circular patches op 
a hill near Sidmouth.—Mr. G. Payne, jun. gave. 
an account of a discovery he had made, ag re. 
cently as the 9th imst., at Chalkwell, near Sitting- 
bourne, of a Roman lead coffin, the lid of which 
he exhibited, together with two gold armille 

a jet armilla, and a small gold ring, which 
were found inside the coffin. Outside the coffin 
had been placed two large pitchers of red clay 

one of them containing two small white, trans. 
parent glass cups, the whole being shattered into 
fragments by the pick. At the foot was a jug 
of fine hard flesh-coloured ware, originally 
painted black. On the coffin lid were two 
diamond-shaped designs, with an X-shaped 
ornament between them, which appear to haye 
been moulded from a twisted thong. In the 
centre of each diamond was figured what seemed 
at first sight a sort of monogram of an I anda B, 
but which was more probably a representation 
of an ancient yoke. These also occur above and 
below the X ornament. There are also plain 
circular discs over the surface of the lid. Mr, 
Payne stated that the sides of the coffin itself 
were partially ornamented in a similar manner. 
From the size of the armlets and of the ring 
the interment was evidently that of a very young 
person. In fact, Mr. Payne stated that traces 
of the second teeth (not yet come through) were 
observable. It is seldom that two such remark- 
able ‘‘ finds ” of Roman remains have been laid 
before the Society at two consecutive meetings 
as those of which Mr. Payne has been the for- 
tunate discoverer.— Mr. G. W. G. Leveson 
Gower exhibited an interesting collection of 
Roman remains found on his estate at Titsey 
Place, and communicated an account of succes- 
sive excavations made by him at Titsey and at 
Limpsfield, in the vicinity of the ‘‘ Pilgrims’ 
Way,” which runs through his property.—Mr. 
W. K. Foster exhibited a collection of objects 
found by himself in the lake dwellings at 
Peschiera. Many of these objects bore a close 
resemblance to those figured in Mr. Lee’s trans- 
lation of Dr. Keller’s great work on lake 
dwellings, but some of them seemed to present 
new types.

Science Gossip. 


We are sorry to find that Mr. Wallace’s appli- 
cation for the Rangership of Epping Forest has 
been rejected. Mr. Alexander McKenzie has 
proved the successful candidate. It is to be 
regretted that such a valuable man as Mr. Wal- 
lace should not be utilized in some way. Surely 
one who has done so much for natural history 
has some claims. 

THE managers of the Royal Institution hav 
awarded the Actonian prize to Mr. G. 8 
Boulger, F.L.S. Prof. Tyndall will give the 
first of his Christmas Lectures (adapted to an 
educated juvenile audience) on Saturday next, 
December 27th, at three o’clock. 


We learn from the Twenty-sixth Report of the 
Science and Art Department that the number 
of students at the Royal School of Mines in 
1878-9 was as follows: 36 regular students 
entered with a view to become Associates, and 
189 occasional students; 74 students attended 
the Metallurgical Laboratory, and 1,685 persons 
attended the lectures given to working men in 
the theatre in Jermyn Street by the professors 
of the Royal School of Mines. 

‘L’Acz de la Pierre polie et du Bronze au 
Cambodge, d’aprés les découvertes de M. J. 
Moura,’ is the title of a thin quarto published 
a Toulouse as a portion of the ‘ Archives du 
Musée d’Histoire Naturelle” of that city. The 
implements, ornaments, and utensils of the 
early races of Cambodia are represented in eight 

ographic plates. 


Dr. E. Morren, Professor of Botany in the 
University, Li¢ége, has published a seventh edition 
of his ‘Correspondance Botanique,’ containing 
alist of all the botanic gardens, the museums, 

professorships, the botanical societies, and 





many publications in all parts of the world. It 
is, as he says, intended to facilitate intercourse 
among botanists everywhere, to show where the 
principal centres of scientific organization are to 
be found, and to point out the persons most 
active in promoting the science. Such a work, 
furnished as it is with an excellent index, can- 
not fail to be eminently useful. Seven pages 
are allotted to Great Britain and Ireland, and 
sixteen to the United States of America. The 
colonies are included. Under the head China 
there are two entries, Turkey two, Greece, 
Japan, and Siberia one each. Dr. Morren re- 
quests corrections and additions, and hopes if 
supported by suflicient response to bring out a 


new edition annually about the month of No- 


vember. 

THE second part has appeared of the sixth 
volume of the ‘ Repertorium fiir Meteorologie,’ 
published by the Imperial Academy of Sciences, 
St. Petersburg, under the editorial supervision 
of Dr. Wild. Among the contents we notice 
photo-chemical observations on the intensity of 
total daylight in St. Petersburg (a subject which 
Roscoe has worked at in Manchester), and a 
paper by M. Rykatschew on the daily rise and 
fall of the barometer in Russia, with remarks on 
this phenomenon in general. 


M. BertTuHetor states in Comptes Rendus and 
Annales de Chimie that gold employed as a posi- 
tive pole in sulphuric acid is rapidly oxidized 
and dissolved. This takes place only under tlie 
influence of the galvanic current. 


Tue Cordwainers’ Company have already made 
a grant of 2501. per annum towards the City and 
Guilds of London Institute. This Company have 
now voted 500l. as a donation towards the build- 
ing fund of the Institute. 


Dr. WERNER SIEMENS, of Berlin, in a lecture 
on ‘ Electricity in Service of Life,’ dwelling on 
the electric transmission of force, prophesied that 
‘the energy of the solar rays, manifested in 
currents of air or in falls of water, may by-and- 
by, through the electric current, furnish all 
necessary heat, and render us independent of 
ordinary fuel.” 

Pror. T. P. Lana.ey brought before the National 
Academy of Sciences of the United States, at its 
half-yearly meeting, a statement of his researches 
on the radiation of the solar atmosphere. Padre 
Secchi stated that the heat of the northern hemi- 
sphere of the sun was to that of the southern 
as 100 to 75. This result was verified by MM. 
Cruls and Lacaille. Prof. Langley has carefully 
repeated his experiments, and after 400 obser- 
vations he is satisfied that there is not a demon- 
strable difference in the heat of the two hemi- 
spheres. 


Tue Committee named by the Cornish Insti- 
tutions to inquire into the practical value of 
gunpowder and the new explosive compounds 
carried out their first series of experiments at 
Sevcock quarry, near Chacewater, on the 2nd 
of December. The explosives were fairly repre- 
sented, and there was a large attendance of 
mine agents and other practical men. A report 
will be made to the Committee as soon as pos- 
sible.

CHRISTMAS BOOKS. 

Morocco: its People and Places, by Edmondo 
de Amicis, translated by C. Rollin-Tilton, comes 
to us from Messrs. Cassell & Co. This is an 
extremely amusing, bright, and lively book, and 
the woodcuts are capital. There is both quaint- 
ness and freshness about the story of the author’s 
travels. He describes admirably the contrast 
between Africa and Europe so intensely obvious 
at Tangiers, and his narrative is full of colour and 
movement. The book is much too good for the 
ugly cover in which it has been published. 

Oxford: Brief Historical and Descriptive 
Notes, by A. Lang (Seeley & Co.), is a re- 
issue from the Portfolio of a series of bright 
essays and of some etchings giving views of 
Oxford, its buildings and streets. ‘The etchings 
are by MM. Brunet-Debaines, A. Toussaint, and 
R. K. Thomas. The essays are full of life, and 
while they show large experience and a good 
knowledge of the author's alma mater, they 
are even more remarkable for their touches of 
satire, sadness, and a kindly humour of a some- 
what unusual nature—qualities of value to 
an author who deals comprehensively with a 
well-worn theme. Of the essays we like best 
‘A Day with a Medieval Undergraduate,’ and 
‘Georgian Oxford,’ a terse and dashing sketch 
of a subject which, well studied as it has been, 
would yet bear working out on a considerable 
scale. We notice some omissions: for example, 
there is a long notice of a once well-known 
book, for which Hogarth made an illustration, 
called ‘Terre Filius ; or, the Secret History of 
the University of Oxford.’ Mr. Lang might have 
told his readers that the author, who fell on 
evil days on that account, was no less a person 
than Nicholas Amhurst, the once famous Mr. 
“Caleb D’Anvers, of Gray’s Inn,” who 
was employed by Pulteney and his party as 
the working editor of the Craftsman, a man 
who is supposed to have been neglected in 
later years by those whom he had served. 
It does not appear that he had other than an 
editorial charge of the famous political journal, 
the ‘‘leaders” of which were written by his 
patrons. At any rate ‘Terre Filius’ is the 
work of a man of considerable ability and abun- 
dant bile, a book which is a little coarse in the 
manner of the time, and full of curious details of 
University life and passions. The illustrations to 
Mr. Lang’s volume are of unequal value, but they 
are mostly excellent. Mr. Thomas’s ‘Magdalen 
Tower’ is a clear, crisp, and sunny etching of 
rare merit. Hardly less good is the same artist’s 
‘Merton College,’ the entrance to the quad- 
rangle, a piece of excellent draughtsmanship, 
enjoyable for its solidity, colour, and tone. M. 
Brunet-Debaines’s ‘ Oxford Castle’ is freely and 
lightly touched ; his ‘Staircase of Christ Church’ 
is rich, and yet broad, though the mouldi 
are a little too reedy. It is a first-rate study 
of reflected light. M. Toussaint’s ‘Gateway of 
St. John’s College’ would bear a stronger touch ; 
his ‘ Brasenose College,’ an effective and deli- 
cately drawn view of the large quadrangle, is 
much better. 

Vanity Fair Album (‘ Vanity Fair’ Office).— 
This is the eleventh volume of the series of 
caricatures and satires—there is all the differ- 
ence in the world between the two. The 
new issue may be said to sustain, but not 
to extend, the reputation won several years ago 
by the brilliant draughtsman who, in fact, made 
the success of Vanity Fair, and who, a 
somewhat sparingly, contributes to it still. i 
portrait of the ‘Hon. Col. F. A. Stanley’ is 
characteristic and humorous. ‘Lord Suffield,’ 
which is ugly without being humorous, is too 
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pier. ‘Mr. A. J. Otway,’ who is said to 
ave ‘‘killed the cat,” is much better treated. 
Capital is ‘Lord Bateman,’ drawn with a book 
in his hand. The portraits of artists are few in 
this volume ; and that of Mr. Alma Tadema is 
in no way fortunate. It is not a caricature, 
but a thing of far less value, a gross likeness 
without satiric force or humorous energy. The 
sketches of “Spy” are, on the whole, improving. 
The ‘Siamese Ambassador’ is good in drawing 
and still better for character. Capital are ‘ Vis- 
count Castlereagh,’ the portrait-like ‘ Sir Philip 
Miles,’ the faithful ‘Mr. G. Osborne Morgan,’ 
the vivacious ‘ Hon. E. Stanhope,’ standing with 
arms akimbo. One of the best is ‘ Lord G. 
Hamilton,’ slowly wringing one hand with the 
other, and the cadaverous but lifelike ‘ Admiral 
Edmonstone’ is also excellent. Two additional 
draughtsmen contribute to this volume, both of 
whom prefer to express satire by verisimilitude 
in portraiture rather than by producing, as was 
previously common, caricatures which are but in- 
different likenesses, and exaggerated throughout. 
One of these new hands uses the signature ‘‘T.,” 
and has produced a capital satire, no mockery, of 
‘Signor Verdi,’ in the literary notice of whom 
we find the remark, that ‘‘ he has made Italian 
music popular onall the barrel-organs in Europe.” 
A good example of “ T.’s” work is the likeness 
of the big and astute-looking ‘M. A. Dumas /ils’ ; 
another good drawing is ‘ Marshal Macmahon.’ 
The second of the two new ‘‘hands” signs himself 
“*C. G.,” and has made the rather spectral like- 
ness of ‘ Philosophy’ in the person of Mr. Herbert 
Spencer, in whose very hair there is verisimili- 
tude. The exaggeration is limited; the humour 
genuine. “C.G’s.” ‘M. Louis Blanc’ is extremely 
good. On the whole, the literary notices are 
more generous than before, but there are some 
curious mistakes about matters of fact. 


The Pilgrim’s Progress. By J. Bunyan. Illus- 
trated by F. Barnard and others. (Strahan & 
Co.)—This handsome volume, bound in a white 
cover, that will soil only too easily, and enriched 
by very numerous designs on wood, is an édition 
de luxe of the famous Calvinistic romance, the 
history of the hero who ran away from his wife 
and children in order to secure his own salva- 
tion. Most of the designs of Mr. F. Barnard 
have considerable, if unequal, merits, and they 
suit the tale well. By their spirit and occasional 
quaintness they impart new force to the reader’s 
ideas of the story to which long use has given 
a hackneyed character. Probably the best design 
is that facing p. 76, and containing four pictures, 
which are very like Van Dyck’s portraits, and 
called ‘ Pride,’ ‘ Arrogancy,’ ‘ Self-Conceit,’ and 
‘Worldly Glory.’ ‘ The King’s Trumpeter,’ facing 
p. 128, by Mr. J. D. Linton, is a careful, 
rather hard, and very thoughtful piece of work ; 
so likewise is ‘Mr. Great Heart,’ facing p. 222; 
Mr. Barnard’s ‘Giant Grim,’ facing p. 232, is 
melo-dramatic ; probably his best is ‘ Valiant- 
for-Truth.’ Some of the designs are not so 
fortunate, those by Mr. Brewtnall have little 
spontaneity, and most of them fail to justify 
their existence. The three angels, for in- 
stance, of the vision to the ‘‘ pilgrim,” follow- 
ing p. 34, are extremely feeble in sentiment and 
ill drawn ; even the capital subject did not in- 
spire the artist with a genuine motive. A little 
weaker still is Mr. T. Green’s ‘The Pilgrim 
delivered of his Burthen,’ facing p. 34. Some of 
Mr. Dalziel’s designs are creditable in concep- 
tion and, if not unchallengeable, they are all care- 
fully drawn ; perhaps the best of them is that of 
‘ Christian ’and the ‘ Wicked Men,’ facing p. 66. 
It is an unusual thing to say of an illustrated 
book, and especially so of a work like the 
‘ Pilgrim’s Progress,’ which so few persons ever 
read to the end, and which therefore needs more 
decorations than usual, but we feel this edition 
would be all the better if it had fewer cuts. A 
great number of mediocre designs does not help 
a reader on his pilgrimage. 

The Little Pilgrim, revised and illustrated by 
Helen Petrie (Griffith & Farran), is a tasteful 





volume of pretty verses, with some nicely-drawn 
and graceful designs in outlines of children, the 
merit of which is their childlike and elegant 
spirit.—The School- Boy, by O. W. Holmes 
(Routledge & Sons), contains some capital little 
vignettes of landscapes, nicely engraved, and 
reminding us of the charming enrichments of 
old-fashioned ‘‘ Keepsakes,” and also a smaller 
number of dismal figure designs. —The Children 
of the Village, by M. Russell Mitford (Same 
publishers), is a new edition of the well-known 
story, with pretty but rather trivial woodcuts, 
after designs by Messrs. R. Barnes, F. Barnard, 
and others: ‘Shelter from the Rain’ is one of 
the best. ‘Patty,’ on p. 84, and the portrait 
of the bony ‘ Martha,’ on p. 109, and ‘ Little 
Walter,’ on p. 131, are also good. Two of 
these are by Miss M. Kerns, and one is by Miss 
E. M. Edwards. 

The Legends of King Arthur. Compiled and 
rearranged by J. T. K. (Routledge & Sons.)— 
This is an attempt to popularize Sir T. Mal- 
lory’s version of ‘King Arthur,’ with certain 
variations and additions. It is in the main 
a new edition of a volume published in 1861. 
The parts of the legend have been neatly pieced 
together, and a consecutive account produced 
which may be very acceptable to those who like 
‘reading made easy,” or who have not time to 
master Mr. Wright’s version, or taste for poetry 
strong enough to turn to the ‘ Idylls of the King.’ 
Amongst the woodcuts is one of Mr. Rossetti’s 
illustrations to Mr. Tennyson’s poems. The cover 
is an offence to lovers of ‘King Arthur’ in any 
form whatever. 

Of the ‘‘picture-book” class we have The 
Oscar Pletsch Pictwre Book, with ‘‘ German” 
woodcuts, some of which are tolerable, a few 
good, many dull.—The Cat Picture-Bovk con- 
tains a good many capital sketches and spirited 
vignettes of cats and kittens, with readable 
descriptions and tales by Mrs. H. B. Paull.— 
Of The Dog Picture-Book the same may be said, 
except that the dogs are not quite so good as the 
cats, and that the letter-press is by Miss J. A. 
Acton.—Little Rosebud’s Picture-Book can boast 
of some tolerable cuts, and legends that are cal- 
culated to astonish an infant mind less than an 
adult one ; for example, that which tells us how 
an ass swam two hundred miles of sea! The 
cuts have been borrowed from other pub- 
lications, and tacked together in a haphazard 
anecdotical way.—Of the same character is 
Little Poppy's Picture-Book, which, like the 
last, contains all sorts of cuts, good, bad, and 
indifferent. No doubt these books are very 
cheap; for children they will be excellent 
gifts.—Routledge’s Nursery Picture - Book is 
full of popular legends for children, and 
scraps, in prose and on wood, of various 
kinds.— Routledge’s Imperial Natural History 
Picture-Book comprises, under a gaudy and 
vulgar cover, a good selection of woodcuts of 
animals, several of which are first-rate in their 
way, mostly reprinted from the Animal World, 
with others not inferior, especially ‘Flying 
Squirrels.’—Little Robin’s Picture-Book contains 
four hundred borrowed illustrations, and may 
be described in the terms applied to all the 
above. It has a wonderful cover, exhibiting 
snow scenes in white, and cold enough to make 
one’s teeth chatter. All these books are pub- 
lished by Messrs. Routledge & Co. 

They also publish a better children’s book in 
Under the Window: Pictwres and Rhymes for 
Children, by Kate Greenaway, containing piquant 
and fluent rhymes dealing with nursery legends 
and incidents and delightfully illustrated by figures 
of children, the naive charms of which are by no 
means improved by the contrast between the 
natural graces of the little ones and the cum- 
brous ‘‘ Queen Anne” costumes in which it has 
pleased Miss Greenaway to dress her very pretty 
creations. These designs are first-rate, most 
delicately and harmoniously coloured in broad, 
low tints, which suit colour printing perfectly, 
and make a book which is sure to be accepted 





by all, big and little, artistic and ‘ sesthetic.” la 
and simple.

Messrs. Dean & Son send us Pantomime Toy 
Books, with changing scenes as of a theatre 
made by folding leaves of characters within 
frames as if ‘‘ theatres.” These are sure to be 
acceptable to little folks. We have from the 
same three Embossed Chromo Toy-Books, for 
which we do not care. — Aladdin and the 
Wonderful Lamp, Sindbad, and Ali Baba 
illustrated by M. G. Doré and other artists, 
and revised by Miss M. E. Braddon, are pub 
lished by Messrs. J. & R. Maxwell. There 
are several woodcuts, of which those by the 
“other artists” have not the merits of M. 
Doré’s. Miss Braddon’s versions of the tales 
are full of spirit, and will answer their purpose, 

In conclusion, we may notice T'he Pied Piper 
of Hamelin, illustrated by Jane E. Cook, and 
‘* printed for private circulation”’; the illustra- 
tions show some spirit and grace; still they 
are too much in the manner of Retsch to be ac- 
ceptable to artists of the modern way of thinking. 
We wish the designer had adopted a better model, 
and hope that, having done so, she will try again. 








THE INSTITUTE OF PAINTERS IN WATER COLOURS,— 
WINTER EXHIBITION. 


THERE is no doubt that this society is making 
considerable though slow progress, and that its 
exhibitions are becoming interesting. It is unfor- 
tunate for bodies like the Institute and the Society 
of Painters in Water Colours that they cannot 
get rid of incompetent members except by 
death; and this accounts for the tardy im- 
provement which takes place in such societies, 
and for anachronisms of the most unfortunate 
kind. Our best course, under existing circum- 
stances, is to say nothing about the inferior 
sketches and studies, and thus, so far as it is 
practicable, present a view of the Institute as it 
might be. 

As there is no picture here of pre-eminent 
merit, and the studies do not fall into dis- 
tinct classes, it will be most convenient to 
notice the selected examples in the order of the 
Catalogue, and to take first the very clever 
contribution of Lady Lindsay, A Sketch at 
Mudeford (No. 1), a little wooden pier and 
bright blue water, with pale yellow sand in 
front. Here are good draughtsmanship, excel- 
lent feeling, and grey daylight. Lady Lindsay 
sends other sketches, but none of them is 80 
charming as this.—The long practised ability of 
Mr. F. J. Skill, and likewise a little too much 
mechanism, appear in A Side Canal, Venice (4). 
Greenwich Hospital (40), by the same artist, 18 80 
solid and bright as to be a stereoscopic represen- 
tation of barges and the river before the white 
building. We see the art, but miss any sign of 
heart, in this painter’s work. Doubtless Mr. Skill 
could travel the world over and make pictures 
which reflected every place, just as a looking-glass 
does. On these walls are more proofs of this cur 
ous felicity in an unsympathetic handicraft.—Mr. 
J. G. Philp has found a capital subject in Look- 
ing out of Polperro Harbeur (7), and painted it 
in an effective if scenic manner. All the 
sketches of this artist are worth notice, because, 
although they can hardly be called studies,— 
that is to say, they seem to lead to nothing and 
to call out no thought,—they are all pictorially 
estimable.

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of us. Hampton Court (64) is one of the warmest 
and most telling of his pictures ; it depicts the red 
brick fagade, dark yews, and olive-tinted foun- 
tain, with breadth and deep golden under hues. 
The execution is a little loose. Still better than 
this is The Great Hall, Hampton Court (251), a 
capital picture, formed of the tapestries, furni- 
ture, and figures. 

Mr. J. D. Linton’s The Flag of Truce (68) is 
another ambitious picture, and it is carefully 
and skilfully wrought. An officer with a white 
flag, his trumpeter at his bridle, is exchanging 
bitter words with old gentlemen at the doorway 
of their castle. The spirit of the actions, the 
humour shown in the exaggeration of the ex- 
pressions, the thorough, solid handling, and the 
rich tinting fidelity in parts throughout, as 
well as a searching mode of painting, are 
artistic elements of the highest value, marred 
here to some extent by the hardness of the 
details and the lack of brilliancy in the illu- 
mination and of breadth in the effect. Forget- 
me-Nots (245) is a carefully executed figure of a 
modern damsel, in a quasi-old German costume, 
bearing a pot of flowers. Her flesh, which is 
most solidly painted, has black shadows. There 
is more work than art, more skill than 
pathos, in this picture.—Very conventional and 
rather weak is Mr. G. Bach’s First Thought 
for the Drawing ‘Almsday «at the Ara 
Coeli, Rome’ (85), grouped modern Romans 
in costumes which are so hackneyed and so 
commonly associated with bad painting that 
they have become nauseous.—Mr. H. John- 
son’s ‘*‘ Haunted” (91), a ruined mansion, 
is scenic, but pathetic, though of a hackneyed 
subject.—Mr. W. L. Thomas’s Switzerland, Falls 
of the Rhine, (98) shows, without impressing us 
by sense of its size, tho river rushing furiously 
between its cliff-like banks, a torrent of foam, 
and radiating currents that are swept aside in the 
flood. It is very carefully and skilfully drawn 
and modelled. Sunday Morning at Appenzell 
(107), by the same painter, deserves notice.— 
The Epilogue to ‘ Romila’ (sic) (101), by Miss 
M. L. Gow, is pathetically and even passion- 
ately expressive, but although it is a little senti- 
mental, it is a most meritorious design and a 
good piece of workmanship.—Mr. W. Lucas’s 
Scene from ‘ Nicholas Nickleby’ (126), the flog- 
ging of Smike, has very remarkable energy, 
fine sense of passion, and a grim sort of humour 
in all the figures but that of Nicholas, which 
has the commonness of Cruikshank without his 
force and characterization. 

Wecommend generally the following examples: 
Mr. T. W. Wilson’s spirited Pen and Ink Sketches 
at the London Theatres (137-143) and his Jilted 
(228), a girl and boys; Mr. C. Green’s capital 
Illustrations to ‘ Celia’s Arbour’ (148, 155, 181); 
Three Studies (158), by Mr. W. Small, likewise 
his well-known Footrace (172), and Illustrations 
to ‘ Under One Roof’ (150, 156, 168, 169, 174, 175, 
190); Mr. A. C. Gow’s The Old Bachelor (236), 
which has a good deal of humour.—Mr. H. C. 
Hine’s Cliffs at Cuckmere (241) will sustain his 
high reputation with an unusually large subject. 
His On the Kyles of Bute (250) is exceptionally 
delicate and tender in tone and colour even 
for him.—Mr. T. Collier shows a tendency to 
repeat his subjects, as well as some elements 
of his treatment of them, in A Deer Park 
in the South Downs (271); possibly this is 
the study for another work. It is a capital 
picture.—There is spirit and humour in Mr. 
T. Green’s ‘‘ None are so blind as those who won't 
see” (295).—Landscape painters will praise Mr. 
Houston’s capital Glen Nevis (302).—Very good 
indeed are Mr. C. Green’s The Lady’s Magazine 
for 1820 (356) and 1793 (357), two studies of 
admirable quality for drawing and painting, 
showing figures in costumes that were current 
at the respective dates.

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keep faith with the public is reprehensible. If 
Wr. Mapleson imagined that the appearance of 
the Spanish Ballet Troupe would give éclat to the 
gutumn campaign he must have been grievously 
disappointed ; and he would earn the thanks of 
the public were he to abandon once and for all 
the foolish attempt to revive interest in the 
ballet, and to devote the energy thus econo- 
mized to more legitimate work. The singers 
named in the prospectus have all appeared, but 
the company has not been enriched by any new- 
qmers of high rank. One bright feature in an 
stherwise dull record has been the abandonment 
for the time of the odious star system. No 
artist has been allowed a monopoly of any part, 
and the list of operas given affords, therefore, a 
better test than usual of the state of public 
opinion. There has been one performance each 
of ‘Dinorah,’ ‘La Sonnambula,’ ‘Les Hugue- 
pois,’ ‘ Rigoletto,’ and ‘Die Zauberfléte’; two 
of ‘Lucia,’ ‘Robert le Diable,’ and ‘Le Nozze 
di Figaro ’; three of ‘Il Trovatore,’ ‘Don Juan,’ 
and ‘Oberon’; four of ‘Faust’ and ‘ Lohen- 
qin’; nine of ‘ Aida’ and ‘ Mignon’; and ten 
of‘Carmen.’ It will be gathered from this list 
that audiences are more readily found for com- 
ively new works than for those hackneyed 
operas which were the delight of a previous 
generation. This is, on the whole, a healthy 
condition of things, and affords an additional 
incentive to the pursuance of an energetic policy 
on the part of impresarii. With regard to the 
performances, while there has been frequently 
much to condemn, an improvement on the 
standard of the autumn season of last year has 
been observable. The company was stronger, 
and on some occasions a very fair ensemble was 
attained. Great praise is due to the conductor, 
Signor Li Calsi, for his intelligent leadership 
under difficult, not to say hopeless, conditions. 
The faults that actually occurred are inseparable 
from the system at present pursued. With 
seven performances weekly and scarcely any 
rehearsals, it would be idle to look for precision 
and smoothness in matters of detail. It is not 
easy to devise a remedy for circumstances so 
prejudicial to the welfare of the lyric drama ; 
but now that a taste for operatic performances 
has permeated a large section of the public it 
would be well to take into consideration how 
: want may be supplied in a manner worthy 
of art. 





CRYSTAL PALACE CONCERTS. 
Mr. Henry Lestie’s fine choir was the spe- 
tial attraction at the Crystal Palace Concert last 
Saturday. ‘The first part of the afternoon was 
occupied with a performance of Mendelssohn’s 
music to ‘ Antigone,’ a work which had not been 
heard at these concerts for more than twenty 
years, though Mr. Leslie has from time to time 
produced it with his choir at St. James’s Hall, 
ad the work was given on the stage at the 
Crystal Palace in December, 18/5, when the 
principal characters were sustained by Miss 
Genevitve Ward and Mr. John Ryder. The 
music is so generally familiar to amateurs that 
wither analysis nor criticism is needed here. 
It will suffice to say that the singing by the male 
voices of Mr. Leslie’s choir was worthy of the 
reputation of that distinguished body ; with the 
exception of one unfortunate slip, it may be 
described as all but perfect. The connecting 
verses were read by Mr. Charles E. Fry, who 
must be warmly praised for the excellent 
manner in which he acquitted himself of a most 
thankless task. Mr. Fry’s delivery is expres- 
sve, without degenerating into rant, while his 
faunciation is so distinct that every word could 
be clearly heard at the furthest end of the large 
concert room. The abridgments he made in 
the text were judicious, though he might 
with advantage have gone further in the 
same direction; for, under any circum- 
stances, the spoken recitation in a work of 
8 kind is an interruption, not to say a 
lmsance. The ‘Antigone’ music was followed 
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by a miscellaneous selection, including three of 
the most celebrated pieces from Mr. slie’s 
répertoire—Bach’s eight-part motet ‘‘ The Spirit 
also helpeth us,” Mendelssohn’s 43rd Psalm, 
and Morley’s ballet, ‘‘My bonny lass she 
smileth,” all of which were given without ac- 
companiment by the choir with remarkable 
finish and beautiful intonation. A new vocalist, 
Mdlle. Marie Breidenstein, who made her first 
appearance in Weber’s scena, ‘‘ Non paventar,” 
may be described as vox, et preeterea wihil. She 
has a very fine voice, but has everything to learn 
as regards the singer’s art, and her intonation 
was at times distressingly inaccurate. We ought 
to mention that the incidental solo music in 
‘ Antigone’ was well sung by Messrs. Henry 
Guy, B. Davis, R. E. Miles, and Hervet 
D’Egville. Mr. Guy sang Balfe’s ‘‘ Good night, 
beloved,” and the concert concluded with the 
Overture to ‘Ruy Blas.’ Mr. Manns being in 
Glasgow, the whole concert was conducted by 
Mr. Henry Leslie. This afternoon Mr. Prout’s 
cantata ‘Hereward’ will be given, under the 
direction of the composer, and the Borough of 
Hackney Choral Association, for which the 
work was written, will make its first appearance 
at the Crystal Palace. 





THE HIGHBURY PHILHARMONIC SOCIETY. 

THE fact that for novelties amateurs must look 
rather to local and suburban societies than to 
our large musical institutions received another 
illustration last Monday evening, when the late 
Henry Smart’s sacred cantata ‘Jacob’ was pro- 
duced for the first time in London by the High- 
bury Philharmonic Society, under the direction 
of Dr. Bridge, its conductor. ‘ Jacob’ was Mr. 
Smart’s last important work, and was composed 
for the Glasgow Festival of 1873. It contains 
much charming music, both in the solos and 
choruses, and does not deserve the oblivion to 
which it appears to have been consigned. The 
Highbury Philharmonic Society consists of a 
very good chorus of about 150 voices and an 
orchestra of about fifty, mostly amateurs. The 
chorus singing was, on the whole, excellent, but 
the orchestra was so pitiably inefficient as very 
seriously to mar the effect of the performance. 
In the interests of art it is necessary to say 
plainly that such an orchestra is far worse than 
none at all. The few good players in it are 
entirely swamped by incompetent colleagues ; 
and if the managers of the Society wish to do 
any real good for music they should dispense 
with an orchestra altogether, unless they can get 
members who can at least play fairly in tune 
As it was, the accompaniments were simply ear- 
torturing to listen to. The solo parts were sung 
as well as was possible under such circumstances 
by Miss Jessie Jones, Mrs. Bradshawe McKay, 
Messrs. Harper Kearton and Robert Hilton. 
The second part of the concert was miscellaneous. 








Musical Gossip. 

TuE works performed at the Popular Concert 
on Saturday were Beethoven’s Quartet in «G, 
Op. 18, No. 2; the ‘ Moonlight’ Sonata, played 
by Mdlle. Janotha ; Corelli's Violin Sonata, by 
Madame Néruda; and Chopin’s Polonaise in c, 
by Miss Emma Barnett and Signor Pezze. Herr 
Henschel was the vocalist. There were only 
two concerted works in Monday’s programme, 
namely, Haydn’s Quartet in B flat, Op. 50, 
No. 1, and Beethoven’s Septet. The execu- 
tants in the latter favourite composition were 
Madame Néruda, Messrs. Zerbini, Clinton, 
Wendland, Wotton, Reynolds, and Pezze. 
Mdlle. Janotha introduced a pleasing little 
Capriccio in B minor, from the recently pub- 
lished ‘ Clavierstiicke,’ Op. 76, by Brahms ; an 
unimportant Romance in £ flat minor, by Clara 
Schumann; and Schumann’s Novelette in B 
minor, Op. 99. For an encore the pianist gave 
Rubinstein’s Valse Allemande in F. Miss Lillian 
Bailey sang Bach’s ‘ Mein gliubiges Herze,’ and 
two songs by Herr Henschel, entitled “‘I once 





had a sweet little doll ” and ‘ Jamie and Robin.” 
These would perhaps be more suitable for a 
ballad programme than for a Monday Popular 
Concert, though they are written in a musicianly 
style. 

Tue fourth of Messrs. Shedlock and Lochner’s 
Musical Evenings was given at Lancaster Hall, 
Notting Hill, on the 10th inst. The programme 
contained as its chief items Beethoven’s Sere- 
nade Trio in p, Op. 8; the same composer’s 
Violin Romance in F; Schumann’s ‘ Faschings- 
schwank aus Wien’; Tours’s Romance for piano, 
organ, violin, and violoncello; and Weber's 
Quartet for piano and strings. 

Tue fifth Ballad Concert of the present season 
was given on Wednesday evening at St. James's 
Hall. The artists announced were Madame 
Edith Wynne, Miss Mary Davies, Madame 
Antoinette Sterling, Miss Marian M‘Kenzie, 
Miss Orridge, Messrs. Sims Reeves, Edward 
Lloyd, Seligmann, Santley, and Maybrick, the 
London Vocal Union, and Madame Arabella 
Goddard. 

Ar the Royal Academy of Music last Monday 
a competition took place for the prize of ten 
guineas offered by Mr. Santley to the student 
who should be adjudged best in accompanying 
and transposing at sight. There were nine 
competitors and the prize was awarded to Mr. 
R. Harvey Lihr. The umpires were Mr. Sidney 
Naylor, Mr. Deacon, and Mr. Santley. 

Messrs. Purrick & Simpson sold on Monday 
last the autograph MS. of Handel’s opera 
‘ Amadigi’ for 35/. 10s., and that of Mozart’s 
Quintet in D major, 39 pp., for forty-three 
guineas. These manuscripts were from the 
collection of the late Mr. F. Smee, of the Bank 
of England. 

Last Tuesday Miss Pattisson gave a grand 
amateur evening concert at ler residence, 
20, Clifton Gardens, Maida Hill, in aid of the 
University College Hospital, Gower Street. 

Tue popularity of Messrs. Gilbert and Sulli- 
van’s ‘Pinafore’ seems by no means on the wane, 
Not only has the work already passed its tive: 
hundredth night at the Opéra Comique, but 
morning performances by a clever company of 
children are now being given several times a 
week. 

Tue Guildhall Orchestral Society gave a public 
rehearsal on Monday evening, under the direc- 
tion of Mr. H. Weist Hill. The programme in- 
cluded the ‘ Guillaume Tell’ Overture, the Ear] 
of Dunmore’s ‘ Wedding March,’ the first move- 
ment of Schubert’s Symphony in c, and Spohr’s 
‘Faust’ Overture. The Society numbers at 
present twenty-two first violins, twenty-one 
seconds, twelve violas, twelve violoncellos, eight 
double basses, and the usual complement of wind 
and percussion, in all ninety-eight members. 

Ar Mr. Riseley’s concert in the Colston Hall, 
Bristol, last Monday, Beethoven’s Fifth Sym- 
phony (im c minor), the Overtures to ‘ Anacreon’ 
and ‘Guillaume Tell,’ Mr. Henry Gadsby’s 
Overture to ‘Andromeda,’ the same gentleman’s 
Intermezzo and Scherzo for orchestra (both 
works conducted by the composer), and Gounod’s 
Pageant Music from ‘La Reine de Saba’ were 
the chief pieces performed.

THE WEEK. 
Covrt.—‘The Old Love and the New,’ a Play, in Five 
Acts. Written by Bronson Howard. Adapted for the English 
‘Stage by James Albery. 


Hixts and suggestions of a good many 
previous dramas are found in ‘The Old 
Love and the New,’ the new piece of Messrs. 
Bronson Howard and James Albery. As 
a whole, the drama is, however, original. 
It is vertebrate also, though its backbone is 
of no exceptional or unnecessary strength. 
"Tried by the standard of modern accom- 
plishment, the piece is entitled to a respect- 
sable place, and from the negative standpoint 
at least it has strong claims on admiration. 
It is natural and sympathetic throughout, 
-contains no important violation of proba- 
bility, and brings about without any form 
-of straining some ingenious and fairly 
-effective and dramatic situations. At the 
outset the motive seems commonplace. A 
girl who at her father’s bidding throws over 
the man she loves, shipwrecking his happi- 
ness as well as her own, is a sufficiently 
common character in fiction, and a father 
who accepts in his own interest the sacrifice 
‘of a daughter’s inclinations is necessarily 
no less common. When once, however, 
these familiar characters are brought upon 
the stage they begin to develope distinct 
originality, and the story then ceases to 
run in ordinary grooves. A certain measure 
-of stern interest is indeed begotten, since 
-one life is demanded as payment for the 
error a girl commits in marrying, under any 
conditions whatever, a man she does not 
love. An English lover learns, moreover, 
the lesson that Love should employ neither 
-counsel nor ambassador, but should be his 
‘own advocate and plead his own cause. 
Meanwhile the irony of the teaching of life 
‘is shown in the fact that, while the victim 
-of the mishap which is brought about is the 
only one of the four concerned wholly free 





from blame, and while the hero and heroine, 
who are guilty of indiscretion only, are 
severely punished, the selfish egoist whose 
treachery has caused whatever calamity 
befalls benefits by his misdeeds, and is 
occupied, at the close of the action, in 
counting up his ill-gotten gains. At one 
point, indeed, at which he is seen con- 
gratulating himself upon the result of his 
machinations, while, unknown to him, deso- 
lation and despair have come to all those 
with whose destinies he has meddled, we 
have a species of teaching transmitted 
directly from the Greek drama. The play 
is, however, less seldom strong than happy. 
Its dialogue, its cynicism, its situations are 
bright and fresh, and the whole is respect- 
able as workmanship and agreeable as enter- 
tainment. 

The new and fresh types of character 
which the authors have invented obtain as 
a rule admirable interpretation. Mr. Leathes 
has to play a French count, who is the only 
unnatural and melo-drematic figure in the 
book. As amends for sustaining a part in 
every way so repulsive, Mr. Leathes has an 
opportunity to show off his fencing, which is 
excellent. Mr. Coghlan plays the hero 
with remarkable quietness, and succeeds in 
being intense without indulgence in need- 
less gesture, and without raising his voice 
above the level of an ordinary conversation. 
His performance is excellent. Miss Amy 
Roselle spoils by a gasping method of utter- 
ance into which she is falling a good per- 
formance of the heroine. With some stiffness 
of style, but with much fidelity, Mr. David 
Fisher enacts a heartless gourmet, and Mr. 
G. W. Anson imparts distinct individuality to 
a new type of American. The most vivacious 
performance of all is the Mrs. Brown of 
Miss Winifred Emery. A fresher or more 
natural representation of the young lady of 
the day, well able to take care of herself, has 
seldom been seen. Some of the most difficult 
scenes in the play rest upon the young 
actress, who acquits herself admirably. A 
little vulgarity of speech and appearance 
is admirably worn and is quite in keep- 
ing. ‘The Old Love and the New’ met 
with a favourable reception. It may hope 
for a prosperous career. 








GULLIVER’S TRAVELS. 

‘GULLIVER’ being in the bills of the Gaiety 
Theatre, to be given at Christinas, there is a 
little fact about the Dean’s famous book which 
may be commended to the notice of Mr. Byron. 
The ‘ Travels’ appeared in 1726. In an edition 
published next year they were preceded by ‘‘ A 
Letter from Captain Gulliver to his cousin 
Sympson, written in the year 1727” (unques- 
tionably Swift’s), wherein is the following pas- 
sage :— 

‘* Indeed I must confess that, as to the people 
of Lilliput, Brobdingrag (for so the word should 
have been spelt, and not erroneously Brob- 
dingnag) and Laputa, I have never yet heard 
of any Yahoo so presumptuous as to dispute 
their being, or the facts I have related concern- 
ing them; because the truth immediately strikes 
every reader with conviction.” 

No editor, so far as I know, has taken the 
least notice of Swift’s correction, and the awkward 
word produced by a printer’s blunder remains 
in general circulation. Parricrus WALKER.
